Flowers Spread In His Path by the San 
Francisco Youngsters as Mr. Mc- 
Kinley Reviews Them. 





SAN FRANCISCO, May 21.—President 
McKinley to-day reviewed 45,000 school 
whildren of this city. 
| Both sides of Van Ness Avenue were 
fined with cheering and enthusiastic chil- 
dren as the President and members of his 
‘party and local officials were driven from 
Jackson to Market Street and back to 
Jackson Street. Almost every child had 
‘been provided with a good-sized American 
flag, and voices and flags were worked in 
unison. Each girl wore white, and most 
of them had red sashes. Thousands of 
the youngsters had large bouquets, which 
they threw at the President as he passed. 
In some cases every pupil from a particu- 
Jar school carried a bouquet of the same 
variety of flowers and color. Some classes 
spread the flowers in the street, so chat 
‘tthe President and his party might literally 
ride among them. 

President McKinley, with his hat in his 
hand, bowed and smiled continually, re- 
ceiving the ovation with evident satisfac- 
‘tion. 

The avenue was rich in color. In addition 
to the thousands of flags carried by the 
children, the residences were decorated 
with bunting and flags, and the school ban- 
mers of silk, bearing the names of all the 
schools in ihe city, were conspicuous ob- 
jects along the line of march. Half way 
between California and Sacramento Streets 
the President’s carriage and the other con- 
‘Veyances came to a standstill. 

*“*Speech, speech!”’ rang out along the 
mvenue, and the children swarmed about 
‘by the thousands. President McKinley sat 
n his carriage, reaching down and shook 
hands for several minutes. He finally arose 
wand spoke briefly. He said, in part: 

, “TI desire in a single moment to express 
ithe pleasure which has been given to me to 
meet the 45,000 school children of the City 
‘of San Francisco. It has given me an in- 
troduction into the countless homes of your 
great city, and has permitted me to witness 
‘the sunshine which this vast number of 
young people brings to the firesides of the

tain it. We cannot all be great scholars, 
‘ut we can all have good scholarship. 
‘want to asure you young people that there 
ds nothing so esential to your easy advance-

USED DYNAMITE IN A BANK. 


‘Cambridge (Mass.) Police Think Rob- 
bers Employed Explosive to Get 
at the Cash Box. 


* CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 21.—What the 
Police believe was a daring attempt to rob 
the Cambridgeport National Bank of this 
city by the use of dynamite in broad day- 
light was revealed at 10:45 A. M. to-day by 
an explosion in the bank, which blew out 
the side of the office, damaged other parts | 
of the building, and in which Cashier Will- | 
fam F. Roaf sustained a bad wound on the 
head. if the explosion was a part of a 


pot to rob the bank, the plan failed as far 
as bovty was concerned, for nothing of 
value was taken from the place. 

No one remembers having seen any one 
about the bank, either before or after the 
occurrence, Who was considered suspicious. 
The fact that the centre of the explosion 
was that part of the wall between the 
banking rooms and the hall of the build- 
ing, against which the cash box used by 
the tellers usually rested, is the principal 
evidence in the hands cif the police  be- 
lieved to substantiate the robbery theory. 
It is thought from the force of the concus- 
gion and other evidences that dynamite was 
used, and that it may have been set off by 
a time fuse. 

Cashier Roaf refuses to state how much 
money vsually was kept in the cash box, 
tut he admits that at times the amount 
geached several thousand dollars.

Condition of ex-President’s Daughter, 
itl with Diphtheria, Remains 
Unchanged.

PRINCETON, N. J., May 21.—Dr. J. H. 
Wikoff of Princeton, who is attending Es- 
ther Cleveland, ex-President Cleveland’s 
second daughter, who is ill with diphtheria, 
said to-night that the little girl is in about 
the same condition as she was last night. 
There are no signs of improvement, but the 

patient is holding her own. 

Ex-President Cleveland returned to 
Princeton this evening from a fishing trip 
at Middle Bass Island, in the vicinity of 
Toledo, Ohio, where he has been staying 
for a few weeks. He was driven to West- 
land, the Cleveland residence, in the family 
carriage. : 

No new cases of diphtheria in Princeton 
are reported, and all of the patients having 
the disease are at least no worse. 


MR. CLEVELAND’S TROUT BROOK. 


Said to Have Bought a Massachu- 
setts Farm with One on it.

WINSTED, Conn., May 21.—E. H. Strick- 
lend, senior member of the Board of As- 
sessors of New Boston, a town just over 
the State line in Berkshire County, Mass., 
is authority for the statement that ex- 
President Grover Cleveland has bought a 
small farm near West Otis, owned by 
Tiiram Thompson. 

There is a splendid trout brook on the 
premises, and Mr. Cleveland will, it is said, 
establish a trout preserve on the premises. 
Some of the villagers believe that he will 
erect a Summer residence on this land next 
Summer. 


GORMAN A POLITICAL ISSUE. 


His Faction of the Maryland Democrats 
Will Back Him for United 


States Senator. 
Special to The New York Times. 


BALTIMORE, May 21.—Arthur P. Gor- 
man and his friends have determined that 
his candidacy for United States Senator 
shall be the Democratic issue of the com- 
ing State campaign. To that end the Dem- 
ocratic State Convention, which meets in 
June, Will indorse his candidacy, or rather 
declare it, 

Gorman as an issue has twice been de- 
feated by the opposition in his own party 
combining with the Republicans. His lieu- 
tenants now say this opposition of other 
years has dwindled away. On the other 
hand, leaders of the independents in the 
former fights to-day stated that Gorman 
would never again be a United States Sen- 
ator if they could prevent it. 

The Gorman men control the party or- 
ganization completely. They depend upon 
the new election law to help them secure 
centrol of the next Legislature, which will 
elect a successor to Senator Weu.:tineton. 
Lloyd Wilkinson, State Insurence Com- 
missioner, Secretary of the Democratic 
State Committee, in declaring that Gorman 
will be the issue, says: 

“There should be no back-door politics. 
It will be better that every voter in the 
State should know beyond the shadow of a 
doubt that Gorman is the open candidate. 
Such a course will force the Republicans to 
uncover theiy man, and we can go into the 
fight with our eyes wide open.” 


MRS. BONINE HELD. 


Must Await the Action of Grand Jury 
on the Killing of J. S. Ayres 
in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—The Coroner's 
jury which has been investigating the mur- 
der of James 8S. Ayres, the young Census 
Office clerk, at the Hotel Kenmore last 
Wednesday morning, to-day brought in the 
following verdict: 

‘James Seymour Ayres came to his 
Ceath Wednesday, May 15, 1901, about the 
hcur of 2 o’clock A. M., at the Hotel Ken- 
more from a pistol shot wound of the chest. 
Furthermore, that said shot was fired 
during a fatal conflict between said James 
Seymour Ayres and Lola Ida MHemri 
PRonine. We, the Coroner’s jury, hold Lola 
Ida Hemri Bonine for the Grand Jury.” 

Before the jury rendered the verdict a 
number of witnesses were heard. An ef- 


fort was made to;:show chat Miss Minas 
could easily .have heard voices through 
tire door connecting her room with that of 
Ayres and that lights could have.been seen 
threugh the cracks. Detectives Horne and 
Weedon testified to this effect, but Miss 
Minas declared that she saw no lights on 
ihe night of the shooting. She also testi- 
t'ed that the cries she heard coming from 
Ayres’s room were made by a m.an’s voice, 
and not by a woman's. She was positive 
that the voice was not that of Mrs. Bonine. 
Vhis contradicts Mrs. Bonine, who, in her 
confession yesterday, said that she had ut- 
tered the only vocal sounds made in the 
1vom at the time of the tragedy. 

Lletective Horne’s testimony concerning 
yesterday’s confession was not materially 
different from the statement as then given 
out. District Attorney Gould said that 
Mrs. Benine had decided not to appear be- 
fore the Coroner's jury. 

he typewritten copy of her confession 
was teken to Mrs. Bonine to-day for the 
purpose of having her swear to it, as she 
was not under oath when she made the 
statement yesterday. Mrs. Bonine, afcer 
mu'ing the confession, had consulted a 
lawyer. and he had advised her to avoilu 
anything in the nature of assisting the 
presecution. When the confession was pre- 
sented to her to-day she positively refused 
to muke the desired affidavit. 

Aiter the Coroner’s jury had rendered the 
verdict Mrs. Bonine was removed to the 
city jail. 


AUTOMOBILE’S WILD PLUNGE. 


It Stuck in a Basement with Wheels 
Whirling and Steam Hissing—Men 
Pluckily Kept Their Seats. 


Two men were coming down Fifth Ave- 
nue in a steam automobile at midnight last 
night when at Thirtieth Street the machine 
drove ahead at the speed of a real locomo- 
tive, veered sharply, and jumped across 
the sidewalk and into the basement of 261 
Fifth Avenue, where it demolished the 
showcase of Adolphe L. Audrain, a dealer 
in fine bric-a-brac. Then it tried to get 


into the store, but stuck fast on the steps, 
with its wheels whirling and steam hissing 
impotently. 

The men kept their seats and one of them 
was seen through the clcuds of vapor to be 
struggling frantically with the levers. At 
last the steam was shut off, and Police- 
man Hines led a crowd of startled spec- 
tators to the spot, and helped the men get 
their vehicle on the roadway. Then he got 
in with them, and the machine, behaving 
itself better, took them all to the West 
Thirtieth Street Station. 

The passengers were Henry Batchelor of 
44 Fifth Avenue, who owned the vehicle, 
and Walter R. Herrick of 23 West Fifty- 
fifth Street. They said they were returning 
from a spin up Riverside Drive, but they 
could not account for the runaway. They 
gave their cards to Sergt. Todd and assured 
him that they would pay all damage. Then 
they steamed away.

ESTHER CLEVELAND NO BETTER 
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FIGHT FOR RAILWAY 
FRANCHISES IN CUB 


Opposition to Sir W. C. Van Horne’s 
$8,000,000 Syndicate. 








Gen. Lacret, Backed, It Is Said, by New 
York Interests, to Take the Matter 
to Courts and Legislature. 





A strong legal fight is promised against 
the securing of railroad franchises in the 
Island of Cuba by the Cuba Company, of 
which Sir William C. Van Horne of Cana- 
da is President. Gen. José Lacret y Mor- 
lot, one of the best known of the insurgent 
Generals and a member of the Constitu- 
tional Convention, has taken the .matter 
up, and certain strong New York interests 
are said to be with him. 

The Cuba Company was organized over a 
year ago. Its President is also President 
of the Board of Directors of the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad. The company is capital- 
ized at $8,000,000, and expects to increase 
its capitalization. It has about 3,000 men 
now at work on its railroad, and about 450 
miles of track is projected, as well as va- 
rious other extensive improvements which 
are expected to develop the island. 

Tne Directors of the Cuba Company are, 
besides Sir William C. Van Horne, Gen. 
Grenville M. Dodge, Gen. Samuel Thomas, 
Thomas F, Ryan, William C. Whitney, G. 
G. Haven, E. J. Berwind, P. A. B. Widener, 
aud Harry L. Terry. Among the financial 
interests represented in the concern are 
James J. Hill, H. M. Flagler, E. H. Harri- 
man, W. L. Elkins, and Levi P. Morton. 

The .complaint is made that the Cuba 
Company is building a railroad in the isl- 
and, whereas the resolution introduced by 
Senator Foraker and approved by the Pres- 
ident stated that no concessions should be 
made to any one while the military occu- 
pation continued. The Cuba Company. re- 
plies that it is iayirg its track on its pri- 
vate land, and that when the Cuban Gov- 
ernment is established it will go before it 
and ask that public rights ke given to it, 
The officers of the company say they be- 
lieve that when the road is built Cuba will 
see that it is so valuable that no difficulty 
will be encountered in its securing all 
necessary rights of operation for the road. 

Gen. Lacret, however, has forwarded to 
attorneys in New York a statement of his 
pesition and arrangemerts are to be made, 
it is stated, 10 Wage very vigorous war- 
fare in the Cuban courts and Legislature 
against the granting of the franchises te 
be asked for. Another syndicate composed 
entirely of American capitalists, it is stated, 
are very desirous themselves to build a 
railroad through the central part of Cuba, 
and they expect to demand the right of 
being placed upon at least an equal footing 
with the Cuba Company. 

In his statement, Gen. Lacret says that 
the “people of Cuba are opposed to the 
construction of the Central Railroad * * * 
by the Canadian promoter, Sir William C. 
Van Horne, and his American associates.” 
The reasons given for this opposition are 
thus put forth: 

The members of the said company have come 
to Cuba detying not only the power residing in 
the American Congress, but also the military 
power vested in President McKinley regarding 
Cuba, for the Cuba Company are acting in flug- 
rant violation of the Foraker law as well as 
the laws concerning railroads and public works 
now ruling in the Island of Cuba. 

The Central Railroad, being am enterprise of 
general interest and of public service, apner- 
tains exclusively to the Stats, ani the law fer- 
iids private individuals or corpo uations io con- 
struct and to operate Such enterprises without 
& permit from the State and withouc the exist- 
ence cf a contract specifying the rignts granted 
and the obligations the grantee assumes toward 
the State 

The project of building a Cuban Central Rail 
road is of over thirty years’ standing, and the 
Cuban Treasury has spent large sums of money 
in the studies’ of the line, plans, and estimates 
of said railroad. It is an assault upon every 
right that a foreign syndicate, at its own will, 
* * * should encroach upon the State prop- 
erty, violating uncontrovertible rights. 

The subterfuge utilized by these individuals 
that they are laying tracks on private ground 
is destroyed by the fact of their having crossed 
lands belonging to the State, public highways, 
streets of cities, and rivers. The excuse given 
of its being a private railroad is of itself no 
argument upon which to found the right of con- 
structing a private railroad on private property, 


inasmuch as even to do this it is necessary to 
obtain a license from the Government. 
Sir William C. Van Horne was at the 


offices of the Cuba Company, 80 Broadway, 
yesterday, and he stated that his company 
had no licenses or permits. He said that 
the unusual procedure his company was 
undertaking was necessitated by the pe- 
cullarities of the case, and that unless the 
work was pushed forward as it is being 
done there would be very great delay in it 
all. He said: : 

“Our company was organized about a 
year ago for the purpose of developing 
“uba. We expect to build a railroad from 
san Luis, near Santiago, to the centre of 
the Province of Santa Clara. Most of the 
past year has been spent in surveying and 
grading. We are working only upon land 
we have actually purchased. We have just 
as much right to lay tracks on our land as 
we have to build houses or do anything 
else. We are crossing public highways and 
streams, it is true, but we are doing this 
under revocable permits, which will have to 
be indorsed or rejected by the constitutional 
Government when it is established. We 
are not violating the Foraker or any other 
law, and the people of Cuba, almost as a 
unit, are in favor of the building of this 
railroad.”’

The next day, Mr. Nugent says, he went 
to see Capt. Thompson, whom he had 
known casually several years ago as a 
member of the Union League Club of Brook- 
lyn, at his office, at 85 Cedar Street, and 
asked him about the appearance of his 
name on the bond. Thompson replied that 
it was the name of another Nugent, a 
relative of Mr. Fowler. Then Mr. Nugent 
says that he asked Mr. Thompson how it 
was that the signature of this second 
Nugent should be identical with his own, 
and he says Mr. Thompson simply replied 
that he didn’t know how that could be. On 
the next day he laid the matter before Dis- 
trict Attorney Philbin.

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FAITH CURIST CONVICTED. 


Central Railroad Employe Tells Why 
He. Called No Physician for 
’ His Dying Child. 


WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., May 21.—J. 
Luther Pierson, a faith curist of this place 
and an employe of the New York Central 
Railroad, was found guilty to-day, after a 
trial before Judge Lent, of a violation of 
the Penal Code in failing to provide medical 
attendance for an adopted daughter, two 
years old, who died recently from ca- 
tarrhal pneumonia. 

Coroner Schafmeister, who cause Pier- 
’son’s indictment, on learntng that the child 
had not been attended by a physician, was 
called as a witness, and said that Pierson 
had admitted to him that he had ample 
time in which to engage a doctor, but had 
failed to do so. 

When Pierson was called he testified 
that his religious belief was that the Bible 
was infallible. He said that he drew his 
faith in the efficacy of prayer to cure dis- 
ease from the fifth chapter of James, and 
that he believed that if he had called in a 
praas the child would have been sure 
to e.

New York Man Committed Suicide at a 
Poughkeepsie Kneipp Cure.

Hundred and Sixteenth Street, New York, 
with his mother, Matilda Karg, committed 
suicide to-day at the Poughkeepsie Branch 
of the New York Kneippianum, corner of 
Madison Avenue and One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street. The Poughkeepsie 
branch has been open but a short time, 
and is used for New York patients during 
the Summer, It is in charge of Miss E. 
Amand and Dr. Richard Scherpf of New 
york. 3efore patients are received here 
they are examined in New York. 

Karg was admitted Monday, and was 
brougnt here last night by Dr. Scherpf, 
the physician's certificate stating that his 
only trouble was nervousness. lie went to 
his room at 3:80 o'clock this afternoon, and 
that was the last seen of him alive. At 6 
o'clock Miss Amand’s niece went to Karg’s 
room to call him, and noticed a very strong 
odor of gas.

FLOODS .IN TWO STATES. 
Heavy Rains Raise Rivers in North 
Carolina and Tennessee—Vander- 
bilt Village Damaged. 


ASHEVILLE, N. C., May 21.—The heavi- 
est and most disastrous rain fell to-day in 
Asheville and the surrounding country 
that has visited this vicinity in years. 
Bottom land is ruined and hillsides are 
tilled with yawning gulches. Bridges are 
gone and many roads are impassable. The 
water is up to the floors in many dwellings 
and has reached the fires in the electric 
light plant. The city is in darkness. The 
waters of the French, Broad, and Swan- 
nanoa Rivers have reached the highest 
point on record. ‘Che water is a foot deep 
in the ice tactory and flour mills. At Buit- 
more, the Southern Kailway tracks were 
washed out of place and twisted into all 
sorts of shapes. 

Hundreds ot Asheville people have flocked 
to Biltmore to-day to see the damage done 


to the ideal viliage of Mr. Vanderbilt. 
When the millionaire and his advisers 
planned the town, an insignificant creek 


was not taken into account. To-day this 
stream did surprising damage. One row of 
cottages was fioodea and the people forced 
to move their belongings to the upper 
floors. Some beautifully paved streets 
were covered with rubbish. Small trestles 
at Biltmore and on the main lines of the 


Southern and Spartanburg and Asheville 
Roads were washed away, and no train 
will be operated on either line before to- 
morrow. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., May 21.—An_ un- 
precedented rain has fallen in upper East 


Tennessee, sweeping away bridges and 
washing out tracks of railroads. Trains 
from North Carolina are blocked, Trains 


from Chattanooga are also delayed by 
washouts at Athens. 

The last reports at 6 P. M. from points 
north and east of Knoxville, state that the 
streams are swollen above anything ever 
known. All telephone and telegraph com- 
munication in that direction are now 


broken, and the wires are down. 


Tornado in South Carolina. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., May 21.—A tornado 
struck Fort Mill, 8S. C., at 6 o’clock this 
morning, and going up the Catawba River 
extended to Mountain Island. The office 
pbuilding of the Charlotte Brick Company, 
at Fort Mill, was blown away, leaving 
nothing but the ground floor, which was 
held down by a large safe. Many small 
houses were blown down, but no lives were 
lost. At Mountain Island three houses were 
blown down, Including a residence. There 
was great destruction of timber and much 
damage to farms. 


THE PRINT TRADE SITUATION. 





No Agreement Has Yet Been Reached 
by the Fall River Mills, 
Special to The New York Times. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., May 21.—The ab- 
solute refusal of outside mills to enter any 
curtailment agreement Is the cause of a 
wide difference of opinion among local 
mill men for the time being, and the dif- 
ficulties are being complicated by continued 
eutting of prices by mills in the South and 
in New England outside of Fall River. 

A New Jersey print works bought 50,000 
piéces of Southern goods at 2 7-16 cents a 
few days ago, with the freight costs paid to 
the works and payment to be made in thir- 


ty days. Another purchase was made from 
an Eastern mill on the basis of 2% cents, 
1 per cent. added. 

The selling committee met this morning, 
but did not meet these prices, and the quo- 
tation for goods still holds here at 29-16 
cents. 

The committee of the Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation which is trying to induce the mills 
here to come into some sort of an agree- 
ment has offered three or four propositions, 
but up to date no tangible results are ob- 
servable. The men who are against a re- 
duction in wages are as firm as they were 
a week ago, and unless the mills are al- 
lowed to do as individual managemertt sees 
fit, the best that can be arrived at within 
a short period will be a reduction and cur- 
tailment combined. However, it was stated 
to-day that one proposition was being re- 
ceived with distinct favor. 

lt provides for a reduction of wages of 10 
per cent., combined with a curtaliment of 
production of all goods controlled by the 
selling committee, this curtailment to go 
con until the present stock, or at least 
three-fourths of it, has been sold. 

If this proposition is accepted, it will 

ermit many mills to run steadily and in 
ull, provided the reduction in wages is not 
fought by the employes.

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CONSTITUTION ON HER 
FIRST TRIAL SPIN 


Manager and Builder, Satisfied 
with the Yacht’s Qualities. 








HER EXHIBITION OF SPEED 





Light Winds Generally Prevailed—Tried 
on All Points of Sailing in 
Narragansett Bay.

BRISTOL, R. I., May 21.—Tripping home 
leisurely under her jib alone, Constitution 
this afternoon came to her moorings in 
Bristol Harbor at 4 o’clock after a trial 
spin that brought joy to the hearts of her 
manager, Capt. William Butler Duncan, 
and Builder Nat Herreshoff. Side by side 
these two, upon whose shoulders the re- 
sponsibility of the defense of the America’s 
Cup rests heaviest, sat jubilant near the 
standing rigging, and by their cheery smiles 
it was easy to see that both were well 
pleased with the results of the day’s work. 

As the beautiful yacht passed the press 
tug Confidence, which awaited her at her 
buoy, three hearty cheers were given 
her, which Capt. Duncan and Nat Herres- 
hoff answered by appreciative smiles and 
a lift of their caps. 

Constitution had been tried on all points 
of sailing in Narragansett Bay and had 
proved herself even on her maiden trip to 
be a good all-around boat, and had evinced 
a determination to do anything that was 
asked of her. 

“How is she, Capt. Duncan; all right?” 
was the first question from the press tug’ 
as Constitution came to rest. 

““Oh, all right,’’ was the cheery answer 
sung out to the men who lined the tug’s 
rail—and Nat Herreshoff smiled broadly 
as he rubbed his cunning hands over the 


satisfaction it was useless for the wizard 
to attempt to conceal, . 

Constitution out for her first sail stretch 
had shown a perfect balance, quickness in 
stays, and an ability to lie close to the 
wind, and all the other accomplishments of 
the marine ballroom, and Bristol felt itself 
to be the centre of the universe. 

True, there were one or two slight hap- 
penings, but they were small and unim- 
portant, and will not occur in the later 
work. Just after filling away after a 
sharp stay, her jib stay gave a little, and 
the sail slackened up, but she was headed 
into the wind, and in a few minutes all was 
going merrily again. Her working topsail 
did not set well, and was baggy, but this 
can be readily adjusted, and it was not to 
be expected that all her canvas would be 
in racing shape on her first dash. 

By 7 o'clock this morning, while the sky 
was still overcast, when a kindly glint of 
sun on the oily waters gave hope, the deck 
of Constitution was alive with the hurry- 
ing white jacketed sons of Deer Island, as 
they jumped to their work with a will and 
busied themselves removing the swathing 


sail cover from the huge mainsail. This 
and other work connected with the mam- 
moth piece of canvas was finished by ¥ 


o'clock, and just then the sun smiled down 
npprovingly for the first time in four days 
und began to eat up the mist that hung 
Nghtiy over the face of the water. The 
jib and stay 
stops by 3:30 o clock and at 9:05 the bloeks 
credked musically as the lads of Deer 
Islé began to raise the two tons of main- 
sail on the tapering steel mast. It was 
done slowly and carefully, and four battens 
were put in during its ascent. The first 
was inserted at a point 12 cloths from its 
head, and the other three followed at in- 
tervals of 15. Twenty-one hoops bound 
the sail to the mast. 


CONSTITUTION’S FIRST SALUTE. 

‘““We have got the sun at last,’’ Capt. 
Duncan called to Nat Herreshoff and Skip- 
per Rhodes, as he leaped on the defender’s 
deck. One minute later her jib was broken 
out, and then the staysail was flung to the 
light northwest breeze, that could not fill 
the canvas. Sixty seconds after the break- 


ing out of the staysail, Constitution filled 
away on the starboard tack, and headed 
down the East Channel. Capt. Nat gripped 
her wheel, and as his beautiful creation 
gathered way a gun on the Herreshoff pier 
bayed a deep-mouthed salute. 

The breeze was very light as she tried an 
easy reach toward Ferry Point, past Hog 
Island, and she could do little but sun her- 
self and dry her sails. Her jibtopsail was 
carried out, and bent on in stops, and broke 
out at 10:15. Eight minutes later the wind 
shifted to east southeast, heading her off, 
with sheets hauled in; her boom was jibed 
over, and she filled away on the port tack 
toward the Rhode Island shore. Then her 

aff topsail was broken out, and caught 

n the blocks of the throat halyards, and a 
Man was sent aloft who, after some time, 
succeeded in freeing it. The wind now 
dropped entirely out, and aside from sail 
drying Constitution took a siesta. At 11:05 
the wind changed to west northwest, ana 
breezed up for a moment, during which 
time she reached rapidly past Hog Island 
lightship, leaving it astern at 11:10, and 
came about on the port tack, which she 
had for two minutes, then tried the star- 
board end of it on a close reach down the 
bay. While the wind once more fell very 
light, she tripped along briskly and went 
through the water easily and left no wake 
and carried only a small mouthful of foam 
under her shapely bow. 

Capt. Duncan took the wheel from Nat 
Herreshoff at 11 o’clock, and a few minutes 
later ‘‘ Hard alee!’’ rang over the water, 
and she went in stays fore-reaching beau- 
tifully and headed for Sandy Point Light. 
She had this course for twenty minutes, 
and then jibed and headed back into the 
bay. Then a light haze came up, and her 
head sails were sent down, and the crew 
went to dinner on Mount Morris. At 1:10 
o'clock a good south southeasterly breeze 
was blowing, and setting her jib she close- 
reached off from Sandy Point Light, clip- 
ping along at a lively gait in the freshen- 
ng breeze, and standing well up with no 
sign of tenderness. After a few minutes 
of this, her anchor got fouled. This was 
cleared away, Capt. Nat pinching her well 
up into the wind. Capt. Duncan again took 
the wheel when thay were on the port tack 
on the wind, and she mene a fast little hitch 
toward the Prudence shore. Right here the 
accident to Constitution’s bowsprit took 
place, and Capt. Duncan brought her 
around before the wind to slacken the 
pressure of her head sails. After the Con- 
stitution’s head rig had been adjusted, 
Capt. Rhodes was given his first chance 
at the wheel. The breeze was stronger 
now, and with a good cap full the Consti- 
tution was headed for Newport again. 

That the Constitution is the best bal- 
anced boat yet turned out by the Herres- 
hoffs was demonstrated here as Capt. 
Rhodes left the wheel for over a minute 
at a time, and the Bristol boat had her 
course as well as if there were a dozen men 
at the wheel. 

After one or two hitches more Capt. Dun- 
can, declared himself satisfied, and once 
more the Constitution was brought around 
on her heel, showing a foot or more of her 
golden hull. As her jib eee topsail, and 
staysail were taken in almost immediate- 
ly, it was impossible to judge the new 
boat’s speed before the wind. But off 
Hog Island Lightship, under jib and main- 
sail only, the Constitution gave a marvel- 
ous exhibition of speed on a broad reach, 
leaving the press tug as though the latter 
were anchored. 

In 18% the Columbia on her trial trip was 
met by the Defender and Navahoe, and 
some idea of her merits were made ap- 
parent on their little race to Newport. But 
to-day the Constitution sailed absolutely 
alone, and only covered about nine miles 
in her morning and afternoon spins. 


SHAMROCK Il. DEFEATED. 


Peculiarities of Yesterday’s Race Make 
it Difficult to Tell Challenger’s 
Real Ability. 

RYDE, Isle of Wight, May 21.—The trial 
of the Shamrock II. and the Shamrock I. 
to-day was in many respects the 
puzzling that has yet taken place. Instead 
of throwing additional light upon the abili- 
ties of the challenger, to-day’s ree makes 


sail®’ had been set smartiy in. 
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it more difficult than ever to estimate her 
Speed. 

On the stretch from Cowes to the Silkiker 
they had an interesting struggle under full 
racing canvas, with the skippers at the 
helms. Officially facing has not com- 
menced, but the skippers were apparently 
having a trial between themselves and 
snatching every advantage. The Shamrock 
Il. was a good half mille to the leeward 
when they started, but in the five miles 
between the anchorage and the Silkiker she 
closed up the whole of this big gap. After 
threatening to go through the weather, the 


Shamrock II. had to be thrown in the wind 
and held all aback, while Capt. Wringe 
Sailed the Shamrock I. boldly across his 
bows on the wrong tack. 

The keenness of the contest was shown 
by the fact that Capt. Wringe tried this 
bluff, for, had Capt. Sycamore held on, 
there would probably have been a disas- 
trous collision. 

For the first five miles of the official 
course the new yacht did equally well, 
cpening out on every board and then sud- 
denly falling off, instead of gaining. The 
new yacht lost on every tack. The explana- 
tion given by those on board is that the 
bobstay weakened and spilled the head- 
sails and foresails, but it is strange if an 
imperceptible difference in the trim of her 
— made so much difference in her sail- 
ng. 

However, as it was, the old boat turned 
the weather mark nearly three minutes 
ahead, and went off down the wind at a 
great pace. Then came another surprise, 
for the challenger, which had never before 
been able to run her, closed up all the 
time, and when they finished at Nab Light- 
ship, the times were the Shamrock L., 
2:6:12, and the Shamrock II., 2:11:19. 

The opinion of most of the experts who 
witnessed the race was that had it been 
desired that the Shamrock II. should win 
she could easily have done so. 

The two Shamrocks started over a course 
as nearly as possible similar to those of 
the windward and leeward courses of the 
contests for the America’s Cup. Starting 
from No Man Fort, the course was laid 
fitteen miles to windward and return. A 
moderate, varying breeze of eight to twelve 
Knots was blowing and the water was 
smooth. 

The Evin was awaiting the boats at No 
Man Fort, and started them. The Sham- 
rock II. came around ahead of Fife’s boat, 
and, immediately after the signal was giv- 
en, led her out te a fine start, having an 
advantage ot probably half a minute. They 
went off beating to windward, on short 
tacks, with the challenger a rather 
better, going fast and ae er lead 
a little on every tack. The wind hauied 
round a little southerly, but held fair and 
steady, and the racers. slipped along 
smoothly and fast. The times at a mark 
off the end of the island showed nearly two 
minutes’ gain for the challenger in an 
hour’s sailing, and part of the time the 
Shamrock II. sailed without a jibtopsail 
and looked as though she had the whole 
game in hand. 

As the boats beat out to the weather 
mark they found a fresher wind and more 
sea, but the challenger seemed to have 
found her true form and kept pulling away 
in excellent fashion. There vas a big gap 
between them as they turned the weather 
mark. Booms were then run off to port 
and spinnakers were set to starboard as the 
yachts started dead before the wind on the 
Icng leg back to No Man Fort. Going free 
the Shamrock I. proved again that she 
is the better boat on this point of sailing 
than the challenger. Getting first and last 
a freshening wind, she ran upon the Wat- 
son boat, and, keeping wide of her wake, 
tan into first place, showing a remarkable 
turn of speed. The challenger once more 
showed that down the wind is her weakest 
point. 

Spinnakers were lowered as they passed 
the Nab Lightship and the yachts reached 
free for home in an unchanged position. 

The Shamrock I. overhauled and passed 
the Shamrock II. on the run home, winning 
by berely halfa minute-

lenger in to-morrow’s trial. 


SOUTHAMPTON, 
Lipton, when 
representative 
said:

‘PLANS FOR BIG BATTLESHIP. 


Congress Will ‘Be Asked to Authorize 
One of 16,000 Tons Displacement. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—The largest 
battleship owned by any naval power is of 
a little more than 15,000 tons displacement. 
It is related that the largest one present at 
the funeral demonstration. in honor of 
Queen Victoria was a Japanese battleship 
recently completed and displacing 15,000 
tens. Great Britain has several battleships 
of equal tonnage on the way, and Italy’s 
Lepanto 1s, of 15,900 tons. If the report 
heard at the Navy Department proves cor- 
rect, and Congress approves the recom- 
mendations of Rear Admiral Bowles and 
the Construction Board, the United States 
may have a battleship of 16,000 tons dis- 
placement, with correspondirg armament, 
thus providing a warship of fermidable pro- 
portions. 

The British and Japanese battleships of 
15,000 tcns draw 27 feet of water or more. 
That would prevent their entry into many 
of our harbors, and the fact that many 
American harbors cannot afford water for 
vessels of such draught has led to ihe con- 
struction of battleships drawing the least 
possible water, consistent with stability. 
The mean draught of the Maine class wili 
be less than 24 feet. The idea is to preduce 
a vessel that will not draw much more with 
the displacement of 16,000 tons. 

The plan of armament, as suggested, will 
be four 12-inch, sixteen 8-inch, one hundred 
and thirty-two 3-inch guns. Some members 
of the Construction Board hope to secure de- 
signs promising a speed of 21 knots, which, 
if obtained, would make the new battleship 
equal in speed and superior in power to 
most of the armored cruisers now afloat, 
and make her a formidable antagonist of 
the mcst powerful battleship yet built. 


THE CRAMP-VICKERS DEAL. 


Last Obstacles Said to Have Been Re- 
moved—Option on Bethlehem Com- 
panies’ Stocks Obtained. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 21.—The Press to- 

morrow will say: 

“There is little doubt that the last ob- 
stacles in the way of the Cramp-Vickers- 
Bethlehem combination have been removed, 
and that the official announcement of the 


completion of the arrangement is now a 
question of a few hours only. 

‘It was announced yesterday, on what 
appears tq be the best of authority, that 
the Vickers Company has obtained an op- 
tion on the stock of the Bethlehem Steel 
Company, at a price bordering on 23. The 
option is also said to include the Bethle- 
hem Iron Company stock at about the pres- 
ent market price of 63. 

‘*In order to complete the transaction the 
New York syndicate which is to underwrite 
the present combination has been compelled 
to raise about $15,000,000 in actual cash, as 
it is entirely a money transaction, and fully 
that much will be required to purchase the 
two Bethlehem companies’ stock. It will 
take $7,000,000 to buy the Bethlehem Steel 
stock. Negotiations have been on for sev- 
eral weeks, and it has been within the last 
few days that satisfactory arrangements 
were made with thé Bethlehem interests.

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MUTINOUS CADETS TO 
LEAVE WEST POINT 


Five Are Dismissed and Six Others 
Suspended. 











Many More of the Second and Third 
Classes Will Be Punished, Among 
Them Douglas MacArthur. 





Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—The War Dee 
partment has determined to put down the 
insubordination at West Point, and also 
to put an end to hazing. Rigorous action , 
has been taken toward the cadets who 
participated in the mutiny. Five cadets 
have been dismissed outright from the 
Academy, six suspended, all for mutiny 
and breach of discipline, and a great num- 
ber of others, comprising, it is believed, the 
whole second class and part of the third, 
are to receive such punishments as Col, 
Mills may choose to inflict, short of sus- 
pension. The names of the dismissed and 
Suspended cadets will be announced at the 
Academy to-morrow. 

Douglas MacArthur, the son of the Gene 
eral, is not to be either dismissed or suse 
pended, but will be among those whom 
Col. Mills will punish as minor offenders. 
There is a wide range of punishments 
which the Superintendent is allowed to in- 
flict on such offenders, and he does not 
need to secure the indorsement of his su- 
periors. It was necessary in the case of 
those who were dismissed and suspended. 

The punishments meted out surpass all 
the predictions. It had been reported that 
two cadets had been recommended for dis- 
missal, but no other punishments were 
spoken of, and the wildest guesses had not 
gone beyond two. During the uproar 
against the cadets following the reports 
that Oscar L. Booz had died from hazing, 
the War Department was disposed to be 
lenient with them. The cadets finally 
promised to abstain from hazing in future, 
and the department accepted this solution 
of the difficulty. There was no disposition 
to be hard on the boys, and every chance 
was given to them. 

Now that it has been made evident that 
this leniency has not had the expected ef- 
fect, the department has decided to display 
mo more of it. Stern measures will be 
taken with every manifestation of insub- 
ordination. 

Col. Mills to-day had a long interview 
with Secretary Root, who fully supports 
the Superintendent in his action. Col. Mills 
left here to-night in order to be present at 
West Point to-morrow, when the 
punishing the cadets will be read. 

An official statement of the situation at 
the academy was made at the War De- 
partment to-day. It was said that the 
cadets had been guilty of acts which would 
not be serious in other colleges or schools, 


but in view of the fact that these young 
men were educated by the Government, act 
a Government institution, to learn obe- 
dience, and to learn how to command men 
and themselves, it was necessary for them 
to be under a somewhat more rigid dis- 
cipline. 

The trouble grew out of attempts to sup- 
press hazing. Although promises of the 
suppression of ‘hazing have been made, 
“‘ bracing ’’ still has been carried on against 
the orders of the officials. Class officers 
have failed to report cases of ‘ bracing.”’ 
There also is the case of Cadet Ralston, 
who was reduced for not reporting mis- 
behavior at the mess table. These class 
officers were reduced and some minor pun- 
ishment inflicted. The mutiny or insubor- 
aination grew out of the resentment of the 
second class men, who have been at the 
academy three years, at these punishments 
inflicted by the academy officials. It took 
the form of such offenses toward the Su- 
perintendent as training the gun upon his 
quarters and in other acts of which the 
academy officers could not but take notice. 
This resulted in the trials and sentences 
to dismissal approved by the Secretary of 
War to-day. 

The worst feature of the mutiny in the 
eyes of many army officers is the talk to 
the effect that the cadets had threatened to 
bring political influence to bear to secure 
the removal of Col. Mills. 

There are two other court-martial cases 
in the academy pending in the department 
where cadets have been sentenced to dis- 
missal. There is a rule at the academy 
that a cadet invited out to dinner can be 
excused and leave the post. Two cadets in- 
vited each other to dinner and made this 
their excuse for absence. Their ruse was 
discovered.

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AN EX-CONGRESSMAN DROWNED. 


John M. Glover Said to Have Met Death 
in Colorado Floods Sunday. 
VICTOR, Col., May 21.—John M. Glover, 
an ex-Congressman from the St. Louis 
(Mo.) district, is reported to have met his 
death in the floods near Love, Col., ten 
miles from here, on Sunday last. A horse 
with a saddle was found in that vicinity to- 
day, and it is thought to have belonged to 

Glover, who is missing. 

Just before the big flood reached the lit- 
tle hamlet of Love a man was seen riding a 
horse down the guich. He was in the direct 
path of the roaring wall of water that went 
tearing down the ravine. This man, it is 
believed, was Glover. He was formerly a 

racticing attorney at St. Louls and came 
West about a year ago to engage in mining 
near Clyde. 


Sentenced for Embezzlement. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 21.—Irving G. 
Becker, formerly a United States Deputy 
Revenue Collector at Reading, FPenn., 
pleaded guilty in the United States District 
Court to-day to embezzling the funds of 
his office, amounting to $3,500. Judge Mc- 
Pherson imposed a sentence of eighteen 
months’ imprisonment, a fine sufficient to 
cover the amount of the embezzlement, and 
as an additional.fine ordered him to pay 
the cost of the prosecution.

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LOSS OF CANTEENS 
AFFECTS ARMY POSTS 


Alarming Reports of the Increase 
of Intemperance. 








TROUBLES AT MANY POINTS 


Prisoners at Governors Island from 
Fort Ethan Allen—Unique Condi- . 
tion at Fort Columbus. 








Seven privates in the regular army ab- 
sent without leave from Fort Ethan Allen, 
Vermont, have just been locked up in the 
military prison at Governors Island. They 
disappeared from their post immediately 
after pay day of this month, and their 
troubles are attributed by officers to the 


abolition of canteens. 
The posts around New York have also 


been having trouble. Reports received at 
the headquarters of the Department of the 
East at Governors Island indicate that the 
number of court-martials, cases of “‘ absent 
without leave,’’ and intoxication have very 
materially increased since the new regula- 
tions went into effect. 

These reports, coming closely upon those 
from Fort Snelling, near St. Paul, Minn., 
and Fort Sheridan, near Chicago, that dur- 
ing the days immediately following pay 
days the condition of the troops borders on 
demoralization, are regarded by officers in 
the army as conclusive proof of their con- 
tention that the canteen was much the 
lesser of two evils. 

The condition at Fort Columbus, which is 
the official title of the post at Governors 
Island, is unique. A new contingent has 
just been quartered there, and pay day fol- 
lowed almost immediately upon their arri- 
val. Major Hill, who commands the post, 
said yesterday that he had expected trouble 
when the men were paid, but that he had 
been agreeably surprised. 

Other officers at Fort Columbus pointed 
out the fact that as these men were new at 
the post they would not know how to go 
about getting rid of their money immediate- 
ly after pay day, but that they would learn 
very soon, and that there would be the 


same troubles there that other posts have 
experienced. 

A New York Tim2s reporter interviewed 
@ number of the officers at Governors Isl- 
and yesterday, and every one of them were 
when the cases of 


saying ‘‘I told you so” 
Fort Sheridan, Fort Snelling, and Fort 
Ethan Allen were called to mind. The offi- 


cers there regard it but as a matter of a 
short time when the public sentiment of the 
Nation will demand the re-establishment of 
the canteen. 

Capt. Adams, who was Acting Adjutant 
General at Governors Island yesterday, in 
Gen. Sheridan’s absence, said that since 
pay day there had been unusual trouble in 
nearly every post in the Department of the 
East, and he understood in other depart- 
ments also. The number of men arrested 
has been larger than usual, and there have 
been a noticeable number arrested for in- 
toxication. He was not prepared to say 
just what the percentage of increase was. 

It was stated by another officer at Gov- 
ernors Island that in all the posts in New 
York Harbor, with the exception of Fort 
Columbus, pay day had been followed by 
excessive drinking on the part of the pri- 
vates. Pay day this month was the 13th, 
and the men have been gathered in from 
various places in the city during the whole 
period that has intervened. 

Officers in some of the posts, it is stated, 
have detailed men to look after their com- 
rades when they left the posts, and in this 
way some of the men have been saved con- 
siderable embarrassment. 

Trouble is reported at Fort Hamilton, 
Fort Schuyler, Fort Wadsworth, Fort Han- 
cock, and at Willets Point. At Fort Co- 
lumbus officers say they dread the coming 
of the next pay day, for then the men will 
have “ learned the ropes,’ and trouble will 
follow. 

Gen. Brooke has sent out an order to all 
commandants of posts in the Department of 
the East to send to him.on Sept. 1 a com- 
plete report of the results which have en- 
sued upon the abolition of the canteen. 
Officers say that these reports will show 
beyond cavil that intemperance has largely 
increased under the new régime, and it is 
predicted that the next Congress will give 
serious consideration to the real situation 
as it has developed. 


EFFECTS AT FORT TOTTEN. 


Records Broken in Courts-Martial for 
Intoxication and Other Offenses— 
Major Black’s Gloomy View. 


Pay day at Fort Totten, Willets Point, 
Long Island Sound, came last Wednesday, 
and the 491 soldiers stationed there drew 
about $20 per man. Since that time there 
have been wild and hilarious times in the 
saloons of Whitestone, the nearest village 
to the reservation, and in the half dozen 
roadhouses that are situated at intervals 
along the beautiful country road that leads 
from the fort to the village. 

It does not take a soldier long to spend 
$20 when once he begins, and as a result 
the carouse that has become a regular 
monthly feature in the vicinity since the 
abolition of the army canteen had about 
spent itself yesterday, but in the guard- 
house twelve men were confined for of- 
fenses committed through the effects of 
liquor, and the records showed that twenty- 
one men were yet absent without leave. 
Many of these, it is predicted, will never re- 
turn to the service. It was said by the vet- 
eran Sergeant of the Guard that this num- 
ber of absentees was never equaled in the 
history of the post previous to the aboli- 
tion of the canteen. 

It was stated, however, that the days 
following this month's pay day were not 
quite so fraught with disorder as were 
those of last month, when, for instance, a 
arr of soldiers, crazed with liquor, played 

avoc in one of the road houses between 
the reservation and Whitestone. 

The records at the fort show that for the 
first twenty days of this month there have 
been seven court-martials on “drunk and 
disorderly ’’ charges’ and twelve for ab- 
sence Without leave. The twenty-one ab- 
fentees. and the twelve men now in the 
guard house will add considerably to those 
figures. There have been since the last 
pay day as many as ten men absent with- 
out leave at one time from one company 
of less than 100 men. 

Commenting on this, Major W. M. Black, 
the commandant of the fort, stated that 
the number was unprecedented in his recol- 
jection. He recalled the fact that when 
he was a Captain at the fort, in 1895, his 
company of 150 men never showed an ab- 
sentee list of more than three or four men. 

Major Black, Adjt. Howell, and every 
officer and soldier interviewed yesterday at 
the fort, gave without hesitation the opin- 
ion that the change for the worse in the 
general discipline was due entirely to the 
abolition of the canteen and the turning 
over of the soldier with his monthly pay 
in his pocket to the tender mercies of the 
cutside saloon keepers, who thrive in the 
vicinity of military posts. 

The force now at Fort Totten consists of 
four cempanies of the Second Battalion of 
Engineers, the nucleus of three companies 
of the new Third Battalion of Engineers 
that is being recruited, and the Eighty-sec- 
ond Company of the Coast Artillery. With 
few exceptions, all these men are veteran 
soidiers of the highest branches of the ser- 
vice, and in character are well up in the 
general average of the American soldier. 

“There are no better soldiers in the 
United States Army,"’ said Major Black, 
“‘and that is saying that there are no bet- 
ter soldiers in the world; and when I speak 
of the unfortunate conditions that have 
ar{fgsen within the last three months, it 
must not be understood that the command 
here is made up of a lot of drunkards that 
are being held in leash. The large ma- 
jority is made up of men who are not 
drinkers in the ordinary sense of the word, 
but who want a glass of beer at times, like 
the vast majority of the civilians of this 
country. Here, and in every other army 
post, they have during the fourteen years’ 
existence of the army canteen been able 
to get this much, and they have not been 
harmed in the least. 

‘Tt is in the injury to discipline that the 
abolition of the army canteen has struck 
the hardest blow to the service. Under 
the present order of things the soldier, 
who under the canteen system had credit

desire, and was restrained from drinking 
to excess, now goes forth with his month's 
pay in his pocket, and with a desire to 
rink deeply while he has the means and 
the opportunity.

to the interest of the saloon keeper to have 
him drink as much as possible. 

“The loss to the men directly by the 
abolition of the canteen is secondary to the 
injury to discipline, but it is important and 
to an extent deplorable. The profits on the 
sale of beer were devoted solely to_ the 
soldiers’ welfare. This mony went a long 
way toward making the home life of a 
soldier at the fort far more enjoyable than 
that of the average citizen in civil life. 
These advantages are now largely cut off. 

“As far back as 1895, when was sta- 
tioned here as Captain, the saloon keepers 
outside the reservation were makin a 
concerted effort to have the canteen abol- 
ished, but they did not have sufficient in- 
fluence to bring about the change... Their 
reasons for wanting it were too obvious. 
It remained for the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union to come along and help 
them out. They should forever be grate- 
tul to the members of the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union. 

“But you cannot describe the inestima- 
ble value of an army canteen to people 
who believe that drinking per se is a 
heinous offense. The canteen question con- 
fronts us, however, as a condition and not 
a theory. The canteen was solving the tem- 
perance problem in the army. The sys- 
tem, it must be remembered, was only 
about fourteen rots old. When the first 
one was establish nearly every army 
officer in the seryice was opposed to it. 
It won on its merits the admiration of 
nearly every officer in the service. Its 
abolition has already proved a distinct in- 
jury, and the worst effects of the change 
are yet to become manifest. 

“‘ According to the records of Adjt. G. P. 
Howell, the abolition of the canteen from 
the post exchange has lessened the profits 
of the exchange from about $300 per month 
to about $100 per month. At the former 
figures the exchange gave, roughly speak- 
ing, about 75 cents extra a month per man 
toward the improvement of the messes. 
Hereafter at Fort Totten this extra fund 
will be only about 25 cents a man per 
month. The cutting down that will ensue 
it is expected will be the means of driv- 
ing many men from the service."’ 

The soldiers themselves, when inter- 
viewed, were gloomy over the prospects, 
and each had a grievance. 

“Tt ain't the booze we're after,” said a 
veteran Sergeant, gloomily. ‘It’s the tak- 
in’ of us for a lot of children, and it’s goin’ 
to bust up the whole grub system of the 
army.’ 


RETURN OF MR. PARTRIDGE.

NEW YORK CENTRAL MEETING. 


Stockholders Ratify Contract with 
the Beech Creek Extension. 


ALBANY, May 21.—At the stockholders’ 
meeting of the New York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad Company, held to- 
day at Albany, a contract between. the 


Beech Creek Extension Railway Company 
and the New York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad Company was ratified. The 
coal business of the New York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad Company has devel- 
oped so rapidly within the past two or three 
years that it was found impossible to han- 
dle it on the high-grade line of the Beech 
Creek Raiircad, the grades of which run 
eighty feet to the mile. 

By the purchase of the Reenpenenne. and 
Clearfield Railroad from the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, a line about _twenty- 
three miles in length between Karthaus 
and Keating, and the leasing of a part of 
that company’s line from Keating to Lock- 
haven, a distance of about forty miles, and 
the construction of a line about twenty- 
nine miles lon between Clearfield and 
Karthaus, the New York Central and Hud- 
son River Railroad comnety secures a 
water line between Clearfield and Will- 
lamsport, over which it expects to trans- 
port not less than 1,000 cars of coal a day. 

‘he business of the Buffalo, Rochester and 
Pittsburg Railway will be handled over this 
line, making a connecting line between it 
and the Reading at Williamsport. 

S. R. Callaway, President of the New 
York Central, presided at the meeting, and 
E. D. Worcester acted as Secretary. 


THE PASSENGER RATE WAR. 


Wabash Road Makes Another Cut 
Which Is Immediately Met. 


Special to The New York Times. 


CHICAGO, May 21.—Once more the 
Wabash has assumed the offensive in the 
war over differential rates east from 


Kansas City. It has announced a rate of 
$22.20 first class and $21.79 second class 
from Kansas City to New York and other 
points in proportion. The original normal 
rate was $31 first class and $29.05 second 
class. The Wabash’s new rates were met 
immediately by its competitors, so that the 
relative conditions are unchanged. The 
Wabash will, it is expected, now make a 
further reduction. 

This move of the Wabash two days before 
the conference of the general passenger 
agents of the various lines interested is 
taken as an indication that the road does 
not propose to make any concession, and, 
as its competitors are equally determined, 
it is not likely that the war will soon be 
settled. 


Freight Rates on Flour Cut. 


ST. PAUL, May 21.—Officials of the lake 
and rail line have adopted a freight rate 
to the seaboard of 1914 cents on flour, both 
export and domestic. They were forced to 
this by the all-rail lines’ announcement of a 
fifteen-cent rate from Chicago. At least 
two lines between the twin cities and Chi- 
eago agreed to a six-cent rate, making the 
all-rail flour rate to the seaboard 21 cents. 
The new 19%-cent rate is immediately ef- 
fective. 


Michigan’s Law to Tax Railroads. 

LANSING, Mich., May 21.—Both houses 
of the Legislature to-day adopted the re- 
port of the joint conference committee on 
the railroad ad valorem tax bill, which 
provides for the taxation of steam rail- 
roads upon an ad valorem basis instead of 
specifically upon their earnings, as at pres- 
ent. The bill originally included express 
companies, sleeping car companies, tele- 
phone and telegraph companies, and fast 
freight lines in its provisions, but the con- 
ference committee altered it so that it af- 
fects only steam railroads. 


Ohio Southern Railroad Litigation. 
Special to The New York Times. 

COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 21.—The suits of 
the Central Trust Company and others 
against the Manhattan Trust Company and 
four others, growing out of the receiver- 
ship of the Ohio Southern Railroad, were 
filed in the Supreme Court this afternoon, 
all on error to the Circuit Court of Allen 
County. The cases involve labor and right- 
ot-way claims, priority of liens, and the 
question whether the first mortgage bonds 
cover an extension north from Lima made 
subsequent to their issue.

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CITY A PREY TO THE 
SMOKE NUISANCE 


Violations of the Law Committed 
in All Directions. 








Boft Coal Sends Up Its Sooty Clouds in 
Sight of the Health Board 
Building Itself. 





Soft coal is being used by so many Manu- 
facturers north of Fourteenth Street that 
it is impossible to look in any direction 
without seeing volumes of black smoke is- 
suing from high chimneys. This was the 
experience of a representative of THE NEW 
Yorx Times, who made a trip of inspection 
yesterday. And a strange feature of the 
use of bituminous coal is the fact that, 
though it is delivered openly and used 
without much attempt at concealment, no- 
body seems to know it. 

For instance, at the office of the Board 
of Health, Fifty-fifth Street and Sixth 
Avenue, practically nothing could be 
learned, and at the Colonial Brewery, fur- 
ther down town, of which complaint had 
been made by persons living in the neigh- 
borhood of Eighteenth’ Street and Highth 
Avenue, the manager of that institution 
declared that he didn’t know whether soft 
eoal was used in the furnaces or not, 
While he was talking to the reporter, a 
wagonload of the smoke-producing product 
Was being unloaded into the basement on 
the Seventeenth Street side. 

Attention had been called to the alleged 
nuisance by persons living near the brew- 
ery. Chief among the sufferers are a num- 
ber of colored families who live in a court 
at 248 West Seventeenth Street. Nearly all 
of these families earn their livelihood by 
taking in family washing, and the state- 
ment had been made that the soot and dust 
falling from the big brick smokestack 
across the way made it almost impossible 
for them to do their work properly. 

“Yes,” declared a woman yesterday, 
Bpéeaking for a group of these laundresses, 
“it is a great hardship on us. On damp 
days it is almost impossible for us to dry 
our clothes, for then the soot falls in the 
worst possible manner. We have had com- 
plaints from customers, but I don’t Jknow 


‘whether anybody has lost work by it.’ 

‘‘Has an official complaint ever been 
made?’ she was asked. 

‘“*T think so, a long time ago. But what 
good does it do poor folks like us to com- 
lain? All we can do is to talk about it. 
hat’s how it came to attract attention.” 

**How long has the soot been bothering 
you?’’ 
me It has been much worse_ lately, but 
there never has been a time that it didn’t 
bother us on damp days. I’ve lived here 
fourteen years, and I can yrove what I 
say.’”” 

The proof was at that very minute in full 
view and the woman called attention to it. 
The Colonial Brewing Company’s smoke- 
stack was emitting a black but not very 
dense volume of smoke. 

The colored people are not the only ones 
who are annoyed. In fact, the first infor- 
mation received by the reporter was from 
@ business man in the neighborhood. Two 
or three white women, occupying flats of 
the better class not far from the estab- 
lishment, declared that it had made wash- 
ing at home almost impossible. 

Going further up town, the_ reporter 
stopped at the Hupfel Brewing Company, 
to which attention had also been called, 
and the manager of which was also non- 
committal. He said that he would not say 
whether soft coal was used or not. 

“Are you the manager?” inquired the 
reporter. 

“Well, that depends on what you want, 
No, I will say nothing about the smoke.” 

No bituminous coal was seen at this 
brewery, but the smoke issuing from the 
chimney was blacker in hue and denser in 
volume than that seen at the Colonial. 

At the Ebling Brewing Company the per- 
s0n in charge did not announce himself as 
manager, but said that he was the book- 
keeper. e talked frankly of the smoke 
nuisance and of the difficulties with which 
they had to contend in suppressing it. 

“We do not use bituminous coal except 
in connection with coal dirt at a ratio of 
one to five,” he said. “ This is guaranteed 
to prevent black smoke, cinders, and soot if 
the firing is properly done. Indeed, we 
have a great deal more trouble with firing 
than with anything else. It is a compara- 
tively easy matter to get a satisfactory 
fuel if it is fed into the furnace properly 
and at short intervals. But firemen, like 
a good many other people, do not like to 
do any more work than they have to, and 
they are likely to throw in shovelful after 
shovelful without regard to the result. But 
for this fact some of the smoke consum- 
ers with which we have experimented at 
es expense would have proved success- 

ul.”’ 

*“Can’t you secure firemen who will do 
their work properly by offering them the 
proper inducements? ’”’ the reporter asked. 

“The union regulates the wages to a 
very large extent,’’ was the reply. ‘‘ How- 
ever, we do the best we can, and so far as 
I know there has been but one complaint 
from outsiders concerning this brewery in 
seven years.”’ 

The Haffen brewery, at the corner of 
One Hundred and Fifty-second Street and 
Melrose Ayenue was next visited. It was 
quite late and nobody in authority was 
there, but there was plenty of smoke in 
evidence, as there was at a number of man- 
ufacturing plants passed on the way. 

At the office of the Board of Health the 
reporter was referred to Dr. F. H. Dilling- 
ham, Assistant Sanitary Inspector, Com- 
missioner Sexton being absent. 

**T know of no violation of law,’’ said Dr. 
Dillingham,” when asked what steps had 
been taken if any to stop the use of soft 
coal, ‘In the first place,’’ he continued, 
“it is not illegal to burn bituminous coal. 
That is a mistake that many persons make. 
The city cannot legislate to stop a great 
industry like the sale of fuel, The law 
simply declares that the manufacturers 
and all other persons for that matter. shall 
not permit smoke to issue from their prem- 
ises, and that furnaces shall be so con- 
structed as to consume or burn the smoke 
arising therefrom.” 

“What steps have been taken, if any, to 
stop the emission of smoke from factory 
chimneys?” asked the reporter, who had 
counted more than twenty places where the 
law was violated, between the Eighteenth 
Street and the Fifty-eighth Street stations, 
and who had seen several flagrant cases 
*from the windows of the Board of Health 
Building itself. 

“I do not know that there have been 
any such violations or that any complaints 
have been filed,’’ was the reply. ‘* And if 
the Commissioner was here he would know 
no more about it than I do, without refer- 
ring to the records. If a complaint is sent 
in, we investigate it.” 





Low Water in Lake Erie. 

OTTAWA, May 21.—Lieut. Col.. Anderson, 
Chief Engineer of the Marine Department, 
who has just returned from a tour of in- 
erection on the upper lakes, reports that 
the water in Lake Erie is lower than ever 
known to be the’case before, due to a series 
of dry seasons, the drain made by the 


power development works at Niagara Falls, 
and the fact that dredging in Tonawanda 
Canal has made it easier for water to 
escape from the lake. Col. Anderson thinks 
it is imperative upon the United States 
authorities to adopt some remedial measures 
at an early date, otherwise the lowness of 
the water will offer a serious obstacle to 
navigation. 


Baby Burier Gets Nine Years. 
WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., May 21.—Giova 
Buttacavello, who buried alive the infant 
child of his niece, Francesca Spinella, in 
the woods near Yonkers, a few weeks ago, 
the baby afterward dying, was to-day con- 
victed of attempted murder in the West- 


chester County Court. Only two witnesses 
testified, McAvoy, the road mender, who 
found the baby, and the young mother. 
Judge Lent sentenced Buttacavello to nine 
years and ten months in State prison.

More Firms Grant Demands and 
Men Return to Work. 





Relations Between 


Employers and 


Strikers Have Been Friendly—An 


Early Settlement Looked For. 





An interesting feature of the strike in 
this city of the machinists has been that in 
spite of the strike friendly relations are 
still maintained between the men who are 
out and the employers. This was striking- 
ly exemplified by an unexpected visit paid 
yesterday afternoon by Henry F. Devens, 
Secretary of the National Metal Trades 
Association, representing the employers, to 
the headquarters of the strikers’ Executive 
Committee, in the Clason Building, 123 
Duane Street. 

Mr. Devens was warmly greeted by the 
committee, and after some handshaking, 
was escorted by George H. Warner, chief 
walking delegate, to the inner sanctum of 
the strikers’ headquarters. He announced 
that the New York district of the National 
Metal Trades Association had appointed a 
committee to confer with the representa- 
tives of the union. A telegram was sent 
to President O’Connell, at Washington, and 
a reply was received authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a committee to meet the em- 
ployers’ committee. The conference will 
take place in the Astor House this even- 
ing, and it is expected may settle the 
strike, 

Alphonso B. See of the See Electric Ele- 
vator Company, Chairman of the Press 
Committee of the National Metal Trades 
Association, was very bitter yesterday 
against President O’Connell of the Inter- 
national Association of Machinists. He de- 
clared that O’Connell violated the agree- 
ment existing between the employers and 
employes’ organizations by ordering the 
strike. 

A statement was given out later by Sec- 
retary Devens of the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists, He said that some of 
the officers of the union seemed to be 
under the impression that the agreement 
by which the nine-hour workday was to go 
into effect on May 20 also insured an in- 
crease of 124% per cent. in wages. 

Mr. Devens thought that a settlement, as 
far as the New York district is concerned, 
might be reached this evening if the strik- 
ers agreed to return to work pending nego- 
tiations. 

At the headquarters of the Strike Com- 
mittee it was “eported that four large firms 
had conceded the demand of the men, be- 
sides twenty smaller ones. The large firms 
ere the Morga:1 Machine Company of Roch- 
ester, whose office is in this city; the Whit- 
man Machine Works of Brooklyn, the 
White Machine Company of Thirty-fourth 
Street, New York, and the Connecticut 
Dynamo and Motor Company of Thirty- 
fourth Street, New York. It was stated 
that the American Steam Pump Works 
Company, in East Twenty-third Street, 
which cmploys 150 men, was likely to settle 


to-day. 

George H. Warner, chief walking dele- 
gate, stated last evening his belief that if 
it were possible to make a canvass of all 
the shops in the New York district it would 
be found that three-fourths of them had in- 
sisted on the demand. 

The strike so far has been orderly. No 
trouble is expected at any of the shops, 
though there seems to be a hard feeling 
among the men, for some reason, against 
R. Hoe & Co. The strikers say that if their 
demands there are not granted in a reason- 
able time they will make them more strin- 
gent. 

It was said last night that all the laborers 
employed at the Henry R. Worthington 
Pump Company’s works, Van Brunt Street, 
Brooklyn, where the machinists are out, 
will strike in sympathy to-day. The works

MORE OUT IN NEW JERSEY. 


Worked on Monday Now on Strike. 

The number of machinists on strike in 
the various places in New Jersey was 
somewhat increased yesterday. In Hobo- 
ken the 285 car workers of the Lacka- 
wanna Railroad who struck there and at 
Secaucus on Monday held another meet- 
ing and resolved to continue the strike. 

There was no change in the situation at 
the Central Railroad repair shops at Jer- 
sey City. The fifty machinists who re- 
suse to go to work Monday morning are 
st out. 

At Plainfield the striking machinists 
were reinfurced by the men of the shops 
of the Nil s-Bement-Pond Tool Company. 
At Scott’s press works it was announced 
that no machinists could be taken bacx

At Newark about fifty men, representing 
three Newark shops, jcined the ranks of 
the strikers.

EMPLOYERS BEGIN TO WEAKEN. 


Over 120 Firms Granted Striking Ma- 
chinists’ Demands Yesterday—Gov- 
ernment Work May Be Delayed. 
WASHINGTON, May 21. — President 
O'Connell of the National Association of 
Machinists said to-night that the advices 
received up to 6 o'clock at headquarters 
here indicated that an early settlement of 
the trouble between the machinists and 
employers will be effected. Information at

In Chicago, 
nearly all the important shops have settled 
with the men. The reports from the South, 
he said, show that all through that section 
settlements are being effected. Half the 


firms in Philadelphia, he said, have come 
to terms, and the others are expected to 
follow suit. There has been no news of a 
clash anywhere. 

Beth the Navy and War Departments are 
oeerare as. to the effects of the ma- 
chinists’ strike on Government work now 
in progress. The Navy Department re- 
ceived word that the strike had spread to 
large private yards on the Pacific Coast, 
where a number of war vessels are under 
construction, and it is expected that East- 
ern ‘yards having naval ships to build also 
will be affected. The War Department 
was informed that the strike was likely to 
stop work on the two naval transports 
Egbert and Rosecrans, now repairing on 
the Pacific Coast. Secretary Root asked 
the Navy Department to assist in forward- 
ing the work pending the tie-up, and Act- 
ing Secretary Hackett of the Navy ordered 
that the two army transports be taken to 
the navy yard at Brenmerton, on Puget 
Sound, for the completion of their repairs. 

None of the Government yards can be 
affected by the strike, as an eight-hour 
day prevails in all Government work. Word 
has reached the department that Govern- 
ment employes are contributing funds in 
support of the strike movement, but no at- 
tention will be paid to this matter. 


DUNKIRK (N. ¥.) MEN LOCKED OUT. 


DUNKIRK, N. Y., May 21.—Because 700 
machinists employed at the Brooks Loco- 
motive Works struck to-day for a nine-hour 
day and 12% per cent. increase in pay, 
President Frederick H. Stevens directed 
Superintendent McNaughton to issue an or- 
der closing the works until further notice. 


This throws 2,600 men out of work. The 
Brooks Company is one of the firms in- 
cluded in the American Locomotive Com- 
pany, and it is impossible to say how long 
the lock-out will last. The locomotive 
werks is the principal industry of the 
town, and the closing will be a serious 
blow to business men. 

The machinists went to work at 7 o’clock 
to-day and asked the shop foreman if their 
requests made a few days ago would be 
granted. Receiving a negative reply, all 
the machinists walked away, led by Jacob 
Bernhardt, President of the Dunkirk Union. 


Bricklayers’ Strike Still Unsettled.

Broadway, where it was announced that 
no break in the shut-down had taken place. 
It was said on behalf of the bricklayers 
yesterday that work on the different school 
buildings had not been stopped.

China to Give Each Power Bonds 
for the Amount Claimed. 





AMERICA MAY SUPPORT IT 





The Proposition Includes a Plan for the 
Collection of interest by an In- 
ternational Board.

LONDON, 
Lords yesterday 
downe, Secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs, made a statement on the Chinese in- 
demnity question. He declared that the Goy- 
ernment desired to avoid an arrangement 
for the payment of the indemnity by which 
China would be compelled to contract sep- 
urate obligations, but it could not agree 
to a joint guarantee of the loan. The Gov- 
ernment, therefore, had suggested to the 
powers that China should give the powers 
bonds representing the amount due to each 
of them. These bonds might be extin- 
guished in a term of years by the payment 
of the principal and interest. Certain 
ascurces of revenue should be earmarked 
and the yield be paid to a board, which 
should distribute it. If China then made 
cefault it would be to the powers collect- 
ively. 

The Secretary said’ the British Govern- 
ment hoped the powers would be content to 
base their demands on common principles 
and satisfy them from common sources, 
and in default demand payment by common 
action. The proposed board would not be 
ccncerned in the imposition or collection of 
taxes. If, in pursuance of the suggested 
plan, payment was exacted from China in 
bonds at their face value, and if it were 
possible to arrange, as Great Britain was 
prepared to do, for not enforcing the full 
amount of these annual payments at once, 
it would greatly improve the position of 
China and render it far easier for her to 
meet the claims than if she were driven to 
the expedient of a loan, 

In regard to the withdrawal of troops, 
the Secretary said 3,300 British troops 


would leave China immediately. From the 
first, Great Britain had indicated an ob- 
section to being drawn into expeditions re- 


May 


House of Commons yesterday on the sub- 
ject of the incident at Tien-Tsin in which 
the British tug Ewo was fired at by Ger- 
man soldiers and two Chinese on board the 
vessel were fatally injurea. 

The Parliamentary Foreign . Secretary, 
Lord Cranborne, in reply, said that Field 
Marshal von Waldersee had expressed his 
regret and had promised to take measures 
to prevent the recurrence of similar inci- 
certs. 

Lord Cranborne proceeded to make a gen- 
eral statement on the China question. He 
said the Government’s chief concern at 
bresent was, so far as possible, to moder- 
ate the demands for indemnity and to see 
that they did not infringe on commercial 
interests. The Government, therefore, was 
unalterably opposed to raising the import 
duties to 10 per cent. as security for the 
Payment of the indemnity, and, in reply to 
all such suggestions, had signified that 
Great Britain would only consent to such 
an increase of duties in connection with 
commercial improvements in the Chinese 
fiscal system, such as the abolition of the 
likin. taxes. 

As to moderating the total indemnity, 
Lord Cranborne said, there were more ways 
than one of achieving that object, and 
China’s burden might be perceptibly light- 
ened by the method of exacting payment, 
in regard to the proposal that the indemni- 
ty be defrayed by a loan guaranteed by a 
concert of the powers, undoubtedly China’s 
obligation to pay the indemnity was a joint 
obligation, and, though he hoped it would 
mot be necessary, if such a loan were guar- 
enteed it would have to be by the joint 
force of all the powers. The objection to a 
joint guarantee, howevcr, was so obvious 
that the Government would have nothing 
to de with it. Considering that’ Britis 
credit stood higher than that of any other 
power, while Great Britain only claimed a 
small portion of the indemnity, it would be 
nothing short of insane to agree to jointly 
guarantee the loan. 7 

Atter mentioning that three high-placed 
Gelinquents had been executed; that three 
had been permitted to commit suicide: that 
fcur had been banished, and that the pow- 
ers had demanded the punishment of 170 
Provincial culprits, Lord Cranborne con- 
cluded by saying that on the whole the af- 
fairs of China were entering on a more 
one phase, and that the Government 

oped to soon withdraw a large portion of 
the Eritish troops from that country.

Owing to the im- 
portance which is attached by the Chinese 
to a memorial to the Throne, great care 
Was exercised in its preparation. The 
most expert chirographer on the legation 
staff executed the document with minute 
precision, and in order to preserve the 
same flowing style throughout only this 
one official had a’ hand in the manuscript. 
As an evidence of the dignity which the 
Chinese attach to age, the name of the 
Empress Dowager_was written one line 
above that of the Emperor. The main fea- 
tures of the draft of the memorial, which 
have already been made public, were pre- 
served in the final copy.

ASHMEAD BARTLETT A BANKRUPT 


Receiving Order Made Against Him— 
Liabilities, £50,000. 


LONDON, May 22.—In the Bankruptcy 
Court yesterday a receiving order was 
made against Sir Ellis Ashmead Bartlett, 
M. P., an ex-Civil Lord of the Admiralty. 

His liabilities amount to £50,000. 


Sir Ellis Ashmead Bartlett was born in 
Plymouth, Mass., in 1849, being the eldest 
son of the Rev. Ellis Bartlett of that city. 
His mother was a daughter of J. K. Ash- 


mead of Philadelphia. He was educated 
entirely in England, and took first-class 
honors at Oxford. 

Entering the House of Commons in 1880 
for the Eye Division of Suffolk, Sir Ellis 
has been a member of Parliament ever 
since. He represented the Eye Division 
till 1885, since which year he has sat for 
the Ecclesall Division of Sheffield. He isa 
strong Conservative in politics, and was a 
Civil Lord of the Admiralty during Lord 
Salisbury’s first and second administra- 
tions. He is a fluent and popular speaker 
in the House, 

In 1897 Sir Ellis was taken prisoner by a 
Greek warship, the commander of the ves- 
sel mistaking him for a Turkish spy. He 
was soon liberated, and afterward wrote a 
ao entitled ‘‘The Battlefields of Thes- 
saly.” 

Sir Ellis’s younger brother, William Ash- 
mead Bartlett Burdett-Coutts, is married 
to the Baroness Burdett-Coutts, whose 
name he assumed.

IMPROVED STREET SIGNS 


Municipal Art Society Offers to Aid 
the City in Reform. 








John De Witt Warner Suggests that 
Signs to be Adopted Should Be 
Object Lessons. 





The Municipal Art Society made a tender 
of services to the city yesterday to assist 
in establishing a plan of designating streets 
by signs. The offer was referred to the 
Committees on Streets and Highways of 
the BSard of Aldermen and the Council. 
Another public hearing will be held on the 
proposed street sign ordinance on May 31, 
and Chairman Bridges expects to determine 
on a plan for designating streets promptly 
after that meeting. 

The offer of the Municipal Art Society 
was made through President John De Witt 
Warner. he letter to the Municipal As- 
sembly called attention to the opportunity 
which exists for adding to the beauty of 
city streets by putting up ornate signs. 
President Warner writes. # 

“The signs should be of such form, ce- 
sign, and material as will contribute to the 
artistic value of the city’s streets. It is 
manifest that every effort should be direct- 
ed toward keeping the’ streets as free and 
open as possible. Lamp-posts, electric light- 
ing poles, fire alarm bcxes, and hydrants 
are a necessity, and in connection with 
some of these should be considered a de- 
vice for indicating the street names. We 
think that the city should seize the oppor- 
tunity to inaugurate a syslitem which will 
combine all thése things in one construc- 
tion. It may not be possible to put such a 
scheme into complete operation at once. 
But it is quite possible to begin it in con- 
gested parts of the city, and extend it as 
occasion demands. 

* But irrespective of any general treat- 
ment of the streets, the city raanifestly 
owes to itself a proper system of street 
marking, useful to all classes of citizens or 
strangers, by day and night. It is to be 
borne in mind that the street names are 
to be indicated for two different classes of 


persons--one, the person ignorant of the 
locality, usually a pedestrian and often a 
stranger, and the other the traveler in the 


street cars, who knows the avenue he is 
on, but who wishes to know the street 
which he is approaching or passing. For 
the pedestrian the signs must be placed 
parallel with the street designated, other- 
wise confusion is inevitable. For the street- 
car traveler the name of the crossstreet 
should be at an angle of forty-five degrees 
to the avenue; it can then be read from the 
approaching and passing car. : 

‘We respectfully submit that all streets 
should be marked by signs affixed to the 
corner buildings, or where there is no cor- 
ner building, by a temporary sign post, 
erected on the corner lot. The letters should 
be so large as to be read by night as well 
as by day. On avenues or streets which 
are largely used for transportation (which 
will be in the Borough of Manhattan sub- 
stantially only the longitudinal avenues) 
there should be an additional sign showing 
the crossstreet placed at about an angle 
of forty-five degrees to the avenue on diag- 
onally opposite corners affixed to the elec- 
tric-light pole or other standard. 

“The city streets are at present too much 
encumbered with disfiguring private signs. 
Those which the city provides should be 
such as to” be not only beautiful, but an 
object lesson. We respectfully submit that 
the design or designs should be considered 
a work of art, and as such subject to the 
approval of the Municipal Art Commission, 
and we respectfully request and urge that 
the ordinance to be passed shall so provide. 

“We respectfully suggest that the ordi- 
nance to be passed should prescribe gen- 
erally the plan of designation, leaving fur- 
ther details to the Commissioner of High- 
ways. If this society can be thus advised 
of the requirements of the city, and also 
of a limit of cost, it offers to prepare and 
submit, at its own expense, designs for 
adoption — use by the city. It contem- 
plates that these designs will be the result 
of a competition, and it feels confident that 
in this or a similar way your honorable 
body may accomplish a greatly needed re- 
form, and add materially to the beauty of 
the streets.” 


U. S. OFFICERS COMPLIMENTED. 


Governor General Wood Pleased with 


Work of Cols. Dunwoody and Dudley. 
HAVANA, May 21.—In genéral orders re- 
lieving Col. Dunwoody and Lieut. Col. E. 8. 
Dudley, Gen. Wood highly compliments 
them upon the services they have rendered 
Cuba, the former for the high efficiency 
of the telegraph service and the latter for 
the energy of the law department. 

“At the time of the intervention,” says 
the Governor General, “the telegraphic 
conditions were chaotic. Now there is a 
system from one ‘end of the island to the 
other equal to that in the United States.” 





ROBBED PORTO RICO MAILS. 


Harold Crowley, ex-Congressman’s Son, 
Convicted at San Juan. 

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, May 21.—The 
trial of Harold Crowley of Lockport, N. Y., 
son of ex-Congressman Crowley and a for- 
mer employe of the Postal Department, on 
a charge of misappropriating postal funds 
was concluded at Ponce Saturday night, 


after lasting two days. He was sentenced 
to-day to four years’ hard labor. It is 
probable that an appeal will be taken to 
the Supreme Court. 

At the time of his arrest last March it 
was alleged that Crowley had appropriated 
$377 of postal funds registered_in Ponce 
and en route frcm Yauso to San Juan. The 
yackage was mis@ed March 25, and Crow- 
intended to sail from San Juan March 
27. He had previously borne an excellent 
reputation. 


THE CUBAN CONVENTION. 


No Vote Yet Taken on the Reports of 
the Committee on Relations. 


HAVANA, May 21.—At to-day’s session 
of the Cuban Constitutional Convention 
Sefiores Gualberto Gomez, and Silva with- 
drew the minority report of the Committee 
on Relations and substituted for it the 
old majority report of the committee, This 
was drawn up before the commission went 
to Washington, and was signed by Sefiores 
Gualberto Gomez, Silva, and Villuendas, 
but was never acted upon by the convention 
because it was a vejection of the Platt 
amendment, particularly in regard to the 
right of intervention and the coaling sta- 
tions. 

This action of Sefior Gomez is attributha 
to the bitter attack made upon him yes- 
terday by the Radicals for having accepted 
portions of the Platt amendment. 

Sefior Villuendas asked that his name be 
stricken off the old report, thus made the 
report of the minority, and declared that 
he now favored the majority report already 
before the convention. 





Sefior Sanguily made a bitter attack upon | 


Sefior Gomez and the Radicals, asserting 
that the United States had always been 
fair and honorable in its dealings with 
Cuba; that the policy of'the Washington 
Government was to establish the republic, 
and that the concessions asked by the 
United States were necessary to maintain 
the republic. He spoke for nearly two 
hours. ’

to a vote,

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CITY DEPARTMENTS 


Grand Jury Will Examine Into Ex- 
penditures for Supplies. 





Also Methods of Awarding Contracts— 
Indictments Likely to Follow Proof 
of Violation of Law. 





Investigation of the expenditures for city 
supplies, manner of purchasing, and the 
means by which contracts are secured from 
all of the city departments will be begun by 
the Grand Jury, at the instance of District 
Attorney Philbin, to-day, or ,upon some 
day of this week. 

Believing that many thousands of dollars 
could be annually saved to the taxpayers 
of the city by exposure of excessive over- 
charges, and by the exercise of discretion 
and impartiality and compliance with law 
in awarding contracts, Mr. PHilbin has 
for some time been considering the advisa- 
bility of such an investigation. The heads 
of the majority of the departments, to- 
gether with their purchasing agents, will 
be subpoenaed to appear before the inquis- 
itorial body and tell how the purchasing 
business is conducted. It is Mr. Philbin's 
expressed desire to assist and advise, by 
means of such an investigation, the heads 
of departments as to just where economy 
should be practiced and existing evils reme- 


died. If any violations of the Jaw are dis- 
closed, however, indictments, it is under- 
stood, will follow. 


Commissioner Scannell’s aealings with 
“Agent’’ William L. Marks are quite apt 
to be subjected to rigid scrutiny, and it is 
more than probable that inquiry as to the 
reasons for the practical monopoly Agent 
Marks is said to have in obtaining Fire De- 
postmen’ contracts for supplies will be 
ooked into at length. Recent allegations 
of exorbitant overcharges will also receive 
attention, as well as reports that avoidance 
of the law is had in the Street Cleaning 
Department by the purchase of lots of $999 
worth of supplies. Dock Department pur- 
chases and those in several other depart- 
ments, notably the Department of Public 
Buildings, Lighting, and Supplies, will be 
inquired into as deeply as possible. 


PRICES FOR CITY SUPPLIES. 


Controller Colen Says He Has Spent 
$25,000 Fighting Unjust Claims, and 
Is Unable to Recover Anything. 
Controller Coler yesterday speaking with 
regard to overcharges for supplies for the 
Fire Department and the purchase of safes 
by the Department of Buildings, Lighting, 

and Supplies, said: 

** Since I have been in office I have spent 
nearly $25,000 fighting in the courts over- 
charges and unjust claims against the city, 
and I cannot recover a cent of that money. 
In the Mittnacht case, where the city was 
overcharged for safes, I not only fought the 
bills in the courts, but did not pay them 
until the plaintiffs obtained a mandamus 
after judgment was entered. It was then 
a case of pay or go to jail. In the case of 
purchases in the Fire Department through 
Agent Marks, I carried two cases into 
court by means of taxpayers’ suits, and 
both gases were thrown out by the Justices 
presiding, on the ground that the Commis- 
sioners had entered into an agreement to 

ay a certain price, and the city had there-° 
ore no case. 

“The Justices of the Supreme Court have 
ruled again and again that where the head 
of a department enters into an agreement 
to pay a certain price for an article, pay- 
ment of the bill cannot be successfully con- 
tested by the city. In every case where I 
brought suit to contest such payments the 
action has been thrown out of court. There 
is no provision in the present charter to 
enable the Controller to ascertain the mar- 
ket price of supplies and refuse to pay any 
more, I went to the Legislature in 1899 and 
urged an amendment to the charter which 
would have enabled the Finance Depart- 
ment to regulate the purchase of all sup- 
plies for the city by ascertaining the mar- 
ket price and refusing to pay any more. 

“The bill was strangled‘ in committee 
and never reported. I tried again with the 
Legislature of 1900. Again the bill was 
killed in committee. The failure of these 
proposed amendments, couple with the 
ruling of the Supreme Court, left me with- 
cut legal defense against overcharges, or 
any means of defeating the payment of 
those excessive bills. Last Summer I laid 
the entire matter before the Charter Re- 
vision. Commission, and the necessary 
amendment was incorporated in their re- 
pers. It was probably overlooked by the 
ast Legislature and remains in the amend- 








oe pmarter, which goes into effect Jan. 1, 

** Next yea the Controller of the city will 
be able to compel the purchase of all sup- 
plies at actual market rates without the 
expense of litigation. I am 
powerless to do anything, erd must pay 
whatever prices the heads of departments 
agree to pay.”

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GOVERNMENT OF PORTO RICO. 


Gov. Allen Recommends Colonial Form 
Like That of the Danish, French, 
and British West Indies. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—Gov. Allen of 
Porto Rico has presented to the President, 
through the State Department, his first an- 
nual report. The Governor expresses the 
opinion that a scheme of colonial adminis- 
tration such as is followed in the Danish, 
French, and British West Indies might be 
safely instituted, with variations dependent 
upon the future policy of the home Goy- 
ernment, 

The Governor refers to the many sugges- 
tions offered that the form of territorial 
government adopted in the United States 
be applied to Porto Rico, but points out 
that a standard form of such government, 
while useful in the United States, would not 
apply successfully to this island posses- 
sion. He calls attention to the fact that, 
while in such close proximity to the United 
States, Porto Rico has been a compara- 
tively unknown island to Americans. 

“TIT feel as the result of a year’s close 
study on the spot of all the conditions sur- 
rounding the problem,” says Gov. Allen, 
‘that Congress went quite as far as it 
could safely venture in the form of gov- 
ernment already existing on the island, and 


as the result of such experience and ob- 
servation I fully believe, with good men 
devoted to the work, the island will be de- 
veloped faster under such a form. Its peo- 
ple through experience and education will 
advance more rapidly in their knowledge of 
civic virtues under a guidance of present 
methods than could be gained in any other 
way.”’ 

The Governor speaks plainly in present- 
ing the reason why this island has been at 
a practical standstill for nearly four centu- 
ries and says that in a climate where “A 
man can lie in a hammock, pick a banana 
with one hand and dig a sweet potato with 
one foot, the incentive to idleness is easy 
to yield to and brings its inevitable conse- 
quences.”’ 

In conclusion Gov. Allen urges the intro- 
duction of fresh blood and Anglo-Saxon 
push and energy as the means of lifting 
the little island out of its lethargy, and by 
thrift and industry develop its riches to 
their fullest measure.

THE COLOMBIAN INSURRECTION 


Measures to Prevent Shipment of 
Armaments from This Country Said 
to Have Been Successful. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—The, Colombian 
Government has been exercised for some 
time by reports that the United States 
was being made the base for the shipment 
of arms and ammunition to the insurgent 
bands operating in Colombia. It therefore 
sent E. Isaza to this country to confer with 
the Colombian Minister at Washington and 
take any steps necessary to prevent such 
traffic. The State Department readily co- 
operated, in order to prevent an abuse of 
the neutrality laws, and detectives were 
sent to New York and other points along 
the Atlantic Coast to put a stop to the 
shipments. At the same time, Sefor Isaza 
was commissioned to stop the payment of 
drafts sent to the United States and Ger- 
many for the purpose of purchasing in- 
surgent arms and supplies. 

Sefior Isaza’s mission has, it is stated, 
proved successful. It appears that wealthy 
residents of towns captured by the in- 
surgents were placed under tribute for 
large sums, the amounts then being sent 
north for the purchase of additional sup- 
plies. Drafts amounting to about $40,000 
were stopped through the intervention of 
Senor Isaza, thus, it is said, cutting off 
one of the chief financial reliances of the 
insurgents. 

Reports received here state that two of 
the leading insurgent Generals, Ibanez and 
Ulloa, have been captured by the Govern- 
ment forces, and that many other leaders 
and their followers have surrendered. 


PROMOTION FOR BROOKLYN MAN. 


Charles M. Waters Gets a Better Berth 
in the Post Office Department. 
WASHINGTON, May 21.—Charles M. Wa- 
ters, a Post Office Inspector at Brooklyn, 
with a long record in the service, to-day 


was appointed an Assistant Superintendent 
of the Salary and Allowance Division of 
the Post Office Department, with head- 
quarters here. He will receive $2,000 a 
year and per diem expenses. 


MISSION ROCK CASE. 


California Courts Decide Station Is Not 
United States Property. 
WASHINGTON, May 21.—The Navy De- 
partment has been advised informally that 


the higher courts in California have de- 
cided against the Government on the own- 
ership of Misson Rock, in San Francisco 
Harbor, where an extensive naval coaling 
station was to be placed. 

The case will be appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court. Naval officials re- 
gard the ownership of this site as of great 
importance. The early decisions of the 
courts were favorable to the Government, 
so that the report of an adverse decision 
came as a surprise.

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“ CIVILIZATION ” VINDICATED. 


The petition presented to Gen. CHAF- 
FEE by a mass meeting of Chinamen in 
the American quarter of Peking is doubt- 
less without any precedent in the history 
of the world. We have had something 
rather near to it, and also, like itself, 
creditable to the United States 
That was the statement made, upon the 
eve of his departure from Cuba to Spain, 
by a Spanish private in behalf of him- 
self and his comrades. Jt congratulated 
our army upon its bravery in conflict 
and its magnanimity in victory. And 
that it was a genuine expression of senti- 
ment is proved, if proof were wanting, 
by the amazing fact that American tour- 
ists are now, as we have evidence from 
more than one quarter, particularly well 
received in Spain. That fact is 
from the trite praise of being “‘ equally 
creditable to both parties” by the plain 
showing that it is so much more credit- 
able to Spain than it even is to the Unit- 
ed States. 

But even that precedent is not by any 
means complete. Certain, or rather un- 
certain, Chinese persons had been 
wrought upon by foreign aggressions 
upon a nation in which “ militarism” 
had been extinguished by “ industrial- 
ism,” to adopt a classification of Mr. 
HERBERT SPENCER’S of which this in- 
stance ought to have convinced him of 
the unsoundness, as to rise up against 
the “foreign devils.” Sir RoBERT HART 
declares that the Boxer movement was 
“ patriotic,” and we know of no one so 
much better informed as to to 
contradict him. At any rate, the Boxers 
did kill a certain number of missionaries 
and a large number and 
there was a belief, which overspread all 
“Christendom,” that the Boxers had 
been instigated to these outrages by the 
Chinese Government. Our Government 
alone among “ Christian ”’ Powers took 
the other view, took the view that the 
Chinese Government had been the 
time paralyzed by what our Constitution 
calls ‘‘ domestic violence.’’ We took it as 
an imperative duty to rescue our imper- 
fled “ legationers.”’ But we did not as- 
sume, we declined to assume, that we 
Were at war with China on that account. 
We refused to attack the Chinese forts 
at the mouth of the Pei Ho. When we 
had effected the rescue of our “ nation- 
als,” and when, consequently, 
sumed that our trouble with China was 
over, we equally assumed that what re- 
mained was matter for negotiation, that 
we had been intervening simply to re- 
store the ‘ police power” of the Chinese 
Government. That is the theory of the 
situation upon which we have been act- 
ing ever since. That is the theory upon 
which we have been acting in the per- 
formances which have drawn upon us 
the thanks of the residents and 
mess men” of the “ American quarter”’ 
of Peking, and the reply of Capt. TILL- 
BON, U. S. A. The reply causes us to 
wonder if Capt. TILLsON be a graduate 
of West Point. If he be, there is a cer- 
tain National self-complacency in his 
answer, a certain absence of reference to 
the proper rhetorical standards, which 
will tend to hearten up those possibly 
fastidiously and academically trained 
persons who have been insisting that the 
‘West Point education, so admirable in its 
Own way, was nevertheless not complete. 
Doubtless, if Capt. T1LLson had been an 
academically educated man, a Harvard 
man, or a Yale man, or a Princeton man, 
or a Columbia man, he would not quite 
have said those things. He would have 
left it to others to say them. He would 
have said, in the phrase that does not 
“go” at West Point, and is not “ un- 
derstanded’”’ there, “Securus orbis ju- 
dicabit.” 

He might, perhaps, in his position, have 
better left it to somebody else to say, 
But what he might have said, and what 
he did questionably say, is quite true. 
“Securus orbis judicabit.” Has any one 
observed that the Chinamen under the 
jurisdiction of the Field Marshal the 
Count of WALDPRSEE have been “ nu- 
merously signing” petitions against the 
withdrawal of the German troops, and 
setting forth that “‘ peace and happiness, 
truth and justice,” have never been so 
well observed and maintained, in their 
particular part of China, as since the 
German troops have had control there? 
If so, we confess we have not observed 
it. The tribute to our army from the 
dwellers in Peking carries a lesson that 
should not, of all Powers, be lost upon 
our natural ally, the British Empire.

The Spectator does not ignore or be- 
little the force of American competition. 
It says: “That the Americans, if they 
compete for the carrying trade, will be 
formidable rivals may be acknowledged 
at once, for they have energy, business 
knowledge, and, like ourselves, aptitude 
in maritime affairs, and sufficient capi- 
tal; but the recognized law of modern 
business is that competition develops en- 
ergy, not destroys it.” This is shown 
plainly enough in the history of the car- 
rying trade itself. Our own great prog- 
ress in that line previous to the civil war 
was made in the teeth of a definitely 
hostile rivalry on the part of England, 
and our greatest advance was made at a 
time when all the political strength of 
England was used to close to our ships 
the ports of her own colonies on this side 
and to make all other markets as hard to 
enter as she possibly could. After our 
civil war we were wild with the protec- 
tion fever, and refused to ourselves the 
simple advantage of building up our 
shattered or scattered mercantile ma- 
rine by purchase in the markets of the 
world. It was not until by force of the 











borders we had grown until our resources 
and our capital required employment 
abroad that we again engaged in ship- 
building and ship buying on a large 
scale. It is very significant that the 
most conspicuous venture in the latter 
direction was made on the morrow of the 
defeat of subsidy legislation, and was 
made on a scale to astonish and worry 
the most powerful maritime people of the 
globe. ‘ 

Meanwhile it is worth remembering 
that the carrying trade of the world is 
not a fixed quantity, as most of the sub- 
sidy seekers seem to imagine that it is. 
It is constantly growing, and our part in 
it might easily be largely increased with- 
out England losing, with, indeed, a 
growth her trade also. The more 
there are it the cheaper it will be 
done, and the cheaper it is done the more 
its volume will tend to swell.

MR. CARNEGIE’S GIFT. 


From Dr. JoOHNsSON’s time and before 
him down to the present day the world 
has loved to have its joke about Scotch- 
Mr. ANDREW CARNBEGIE’S gift of 
ten million dollars to the Universities of 
Edinburgh, Glasgow, Aberdeen, and St. 
Andrews to make their teaching free to 
al! Scotch boys and girls who can pass 
the entrance examinations is no joke, 
however. It is a stupendous benefaction, 
and it appears by its very bigness to 
have stunned the British and North Brit- 
ish public, insomuch that there is by no 
means a general agreement as to the 
wisdom and utility of the gift, while 
imagination reels a little in the effort to 
picture forth the manner and conse- 
quences of the use of so great an annual 
income as $250,000 in tuition fees alone 
in a country with a population of only 
4,000,000, 

On this side of the water it will be re- 
marked with uncounterfeited glee that 
Mr. CARNEGIP’sS practice confounds Mr. 
ScHWAB’s precept. The President of the 
vast United States Steel Corporation 
tells the boys of a trade school that the 
college-bred boy can never catch up with 


men, 


the boy who has buckled down to the 
actual struggle of life in a foundry at the 
age of sixteen. But Mr. CARNEGIE, who 
was Mr. ScHWAB’s dry nurse in the steel 
business, makes provision for drenching 
and saturating the youth of all Scotland 
in high learning by the university proc- 
ess, which assuredly will leave few of 
them free to put on a jumper in a foun- 
As it 
is quite unimaginable that Mr. CARNEGIE 
would set aside $10,000,000 to retard the 
development of young Scotchmen and 
keep them hopelessly in the rear of the 
contemporaneous in other 
that he sees 
something in university education that 
the inexperienced eyes of Mr. SCHWAB 
have not yet perceived. 

There is visible danger that Mr. Car- 
NEGIe’s offer to pay the university tui- 
tion fees of the youth of Scotland may do 
harm by enticing to the academy shades 
many young men who have no natural 
call to that training, who would get on 
better without it. There is such a thing 
as the overeducation of a mediocre brain. 
The consequence is that a lad who would 
have earned good day wages as a carter 
or have amassed a competence as a hab- 
erdasher struggles pitifully through life 
in the attempt to practice a profession for 
which he has insufficient ability. The 
pride of a university degree has made 
many a youngster decline in scorn the 
humble tasks for which nature intended 
him. The fear expressed by The London 
Times that the Scotch university system 
will be pauperized is doubtless unfound- 
ed. A boy who has brains and pluck 
will make good use of his education even 
though he got it for nothing. The real 
danger is that the numskulls will con- 
verge upon the seats of learning and 
later flood the land with bad law, worse 
medicine, and watery theology. As to 
this last, though, Scotland, if she stands 
where she did, will supply the stern cor- 
rective. She simply won't stand it. 

The bursars of Edinburgh, Glasgow, 
Aberdeen, and St. Andrews may well 
tremble at the prospect. If this bene- 
faction brings a thousand students to the 
universities, large costs will accrue for 
which Mr. CARNEGIE makes no provision. 
American colleges have sometimes been 
well-nigh impoverished by unthinking 
benefactors who have endowed chairs by 
gifts sufficient barely to pay the salary 
of the professor, whose classroom and 
classes at once become a charge upon the 
general fund. It is to be borne in mind, 
however, that on the average the tuition 
fee amounts to only a small part, say 20 
pec cent., of the cost of a university edu- 
cation. Scotch parents who wish their 
sons to get the advantage of the Carne- 
gie benefaction wil! have to defray the 
rest of the expense. Time will shaw how 
many Scottish parents over and above 
the number who now send their sons to 
universities will be able or willing to pay 
board bills and rent of lodgings to avail 
themselves of the offer of free tuition. 
It may be that the number who come 
forward as beneficiaries of the Carnegie 
foundation will be disappointingly small. 
In that event the fund will accumulate 
at a rate and to an amount that will 
compel the university authorities, in 
coming time, when the wish of the donor 
can no longer be consulted, to apply to 
the courts to sanction its application to 
purposes determined by themselves.

—No illusions as to the ultimate destiny 
of Niagara Falls are entertained by The 
Electrical Review, and not only does it be- 
lieve, with most people who have given 
serious and practical consideration to the 
question whether, the United States and 
Canada can afford to maintain the cata- 
ract as a spectacle, that the utilization of 
the power available there will continue un- 
til no water is left to run over the preci- 
pice, but it says so boldly and does not 
talk nonsense about “ inappreciable’’ dif- 
ferences in the amount of water to make 
the plunge as one company after another 
diverts big fractions of it into underground 
channels. Already the town by the falls, 
once a village of hotels and curio shops, 
with no industries except those related to 
the exploitation of sightseers, has grown to 
an important manufacturing city, and a 
discussion .which is not likely to remain 
facetious long has begun as to whether 
Niagara Falls is a suburb of Buffalo or 
Buffalo a suburb of Niagara Falls. The 
river is a big one, however, and the cata- 
ract will be an impressive spectacle for 
many a Year to come. At present some 
half a million horsepower has been or soon 
will be developed, and as yet neither the 
beauty nor the magnificence of the cata- 
ract has been decreased to a degree notice- 
able to any except the most careful observ- 
ers. Just the same, the falls are doomed 
as falls, and a few generations hence, if 
there are any sentimentalists left then, 
they will look with sorrow on a large, dry 
wall of rock which no man now alive has 
ever seen. Of course the change will be 
lamentable in some respects, but the cost 
of preserving the cataract as it is would be 
so enormous that the thought of paying it 
must pass away.

TO SHIP COAL TO FRANCE 
Company Said to Have Been 
Formed Here with that Purpose. 








French Market Thought to Offer a Good 
Field for Development—British Coal 


Tax a Further Incentive. 





The coal trade of the United States is 
watching with interest the outcome of a 
plan, conceived by one or two well-known 
promoters, to ship coal in large quantities 
from this country to the French markets. 

F. K. McIlwaine of New York, who is 
now residing in Paris, was recently quoted 
as saying that two companies have been 
organized to exploit the project. One of 
these, he said, is located in France and 
the other in New York, and he declared 
that several of the most prominent coal 
companies in the United States are inter- 
ested in the scheme: 

It is understood that an additional in- 
centive to the project has been afforded 
by the recent imposition by Great Britain 
of an export tax of one shilling a ton on 
coal. American shippers of coal to France 
will now, it is thought, be able to com- 
pete with fair prospect of. success with 
British shippers, and it is expected that 
the profits will be large enough to make 
it well worth the while of American coal 
magnates to enter the field. 

A reporter for THE New YorK TIMEs yes- 
terday found the office of the American 
company to which Mr. McIlwaine referred. 
It is on the eleventh floor of 52 Broad- 
way. Nelson G, Green is in charge of the 
office, and when asked about the organi- 
zation of a company to engage in the ex- 
port of coal to France in large quantities, 
he said: 

“We are not yet ready to 
plans public.

Mr. Green would not say who the men 
who composed the company are, but he 
stated that Mr. MclIlwaine’s statements 
about the plans to engage in the shipment 
of coal to France were correct.

“My family lives in Paris,” 
Ilwaine said. ‘‘I am here on 

It is true that my son is interested in the 
project to export coal from America to 
France in large quantities, and companies 
have been organized both here and in that 
country. I am not at liberty to say who 
the members of the company are, but they 
are wealthy men, who are interested in 
the coal industry. Their plans have not 
yet been perfected, but will be in a few 
weeks, 

‘““The project was formulated over a year 
ago, and the British export tax has un- 
doubtedly been a strong incentive to those 
behind it. British shippers now charge 
more for coal delivered in Frahce than 
Americans charge. Of course, coal can be 
sh'pped more cheaply from Wales to the 
nerth of France, but in the south of France 
American shippers are just as well off.” 

The question of how to overcome the 
freight charges is what the men interested 
have given most attention to, according to 
Mr. Mcliwaine. Their plan is to take back 
to the United States a marketable cargo. 
It is proposed within the next year to load 
at Spanish ports for the United States 750,- 
000 tons of iron ore. They expect to dis- 
pose of it in Pittsburg and other places at 
a profit. Pauillac will probably be the 
landing port, and sagmmecte are said to be 
there at present taking soundings with a 
view to ascertaining if the channel is deep 
enough to admit vessels of from 12,000 to 
15,000 tons. It is stated that a fleet of these 
vessels will be built in France, and that 
they will make the voyage from Baltimore 
tv Pauillac in fourteen or fifteen days. 

F. K. McIlwaine was in this city in Janu- 
ary last in the interest of the plan. He is 
quoted as saying that over sixty of the 
most prominent American iron and coal 
dealers are interested in the scheme, and 
that the capital involved amounts to $50,- 
000,000 or $60,000,000, 

It is claimed that the company will secure 
ecntrol of coal mines at New River and in 
other places in Pennsylvania. It is expect- 
ed that the cost of shipping coal from Bal- 
timore to France will be reduced one-half. 

There is no lack of demand for American 
coal in France, and quite a number of coal 
men here now ship large quantities of the 
fuel to the southern part of the republic. 
But they do not arrange for the transporta- 
tion, and their responsibility ends when the 
coal is delivered at the pier.

THE PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY. 


Yesterday’s Sessions Devoted to Con- 
sideration of Church Board Reports. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 21.-The consid- 
eration of Church board réports was con- 
tinued at to-day’s session of the Presbyte- 
rian General Assembly. The report of the 
Committee on Home Missions, read by the 
Rev. Dr. Hugh K. Walker, Chairman, con- 
tained numerous recommendations, one of 
the most important being an earnest com- 
mendation of the proposed anti-polygamy 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States. In this connection the re- 
port states: 

““We earnestly urge upon Congress the 
importance of prompt action in this matter, 
so that such an amendment may be sub- 
mitted to the States before the Mormons 
gain the balance of political power in any 
additional States of the Union.” 

The committee also recommended that the 
Church be asked to contributé during the 
year not less than $850,000, of which $500,- 
000 is to be used for evangelistic work; that 
as 4 Means to secure this amount and to 


signalize the centennial year of the board 
the Presbyteries be requested to ask 
churches for two congregational offerings 
to the board. 

Dr. Walker made a strong appeal in be 
half of home missions. He asserted tha 
foreign missions received so much atten- 
tion from the Church that home missions 
suffered from neglect. 

Just previous to the adjournment of the 
morning session Elder Ephraim Banning of 
Chicago precipitated a spirited debate on 
the report of the Committee on Home Mis- 
sions. He took exception to a statement in 
the report that 8,213 churches do not con- 
tribute directly to the Home Mission Board. 
He contended that if a Presbytery or Synod 
supported its own home missions its work 
was equal to that of other Presbyteries and 
Synods which contributed directly. The 
Rev. Dr. James A. Vance of Chicago pro- 
tested against what he regarded as an as- 
persion on the Presbyteries which contrib- 
uted to their own home missions. Numer- 
ous other Commissioners were heard, for 
and against ere of the report, and 
Dr. Walker ended the discussion by agree- 
ing to make any amendment that any 
Commissioner might offer. The objectiona- 
ble sentence was finally eliminated and the 
report was adopted. 

A supplementary report was presented by 
the Committee on Relief, asking the As- 
sembly to non-concur in the recommenda- 
tion of the board that the home at Perth 


Amboy. be abandoned. The report was 
adopted. 

The Rey. Dr. T. D. Ewing of Iowa, 
Chairman of the Committee on Aid for 


Colleges, read the report -of the committee 
at the afternoon session. The report stated 
that 4,000 churches are not reporting any 
gifts to the board. In commenting upon 
this Dr. Ewing said the establishment of 
the Board of Aid for Colleges had met with 
disfavor, and it was evident that the board 
was still unfavorably regarded. The com- 
mittee recommended that not less than 
$150,000, the amount actually needed, be 
contributed this year. The report was ap- 
proved. 

The Committee on Church Erection in its 
report recommended the adoption of the 
following resolution: 

“That Rule 1, Article 12, plan of the 
board, be amended to read: ‘No grant 
shall be made to any congregation unless 
the title to the lot on which its house of 
worship is situated, or on which it proposes 
to build ts in fee simple, free from all legal 
incumbrance and vested either in such con- 
gregation as a corporate body, if the stat- 
utes of the State permit incorporation, or. 
in an incorporated Presbytery or Synod of 
the Presbyterian Church, or in one of the 
incorporated boards of the General Assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States of America.’ ”’

usually follow the meetings of the league. 

The Justice caused consternation among 
Mrs. Bostwick’s followers in the organi- 
zation by declaring that Mrs. Bostwick was 
not the President of the league, and there- 
aos no rights could be claimed by her as 
such, 

While the suit was in replevin for the 
articles above mentioned, it was practically 
an action to determine the Presidency of 


the organization. On Jan. Mrs. Bost- 
wick, by casting two ballots, one as a 
member and the other as President, ob- 


tained a majority of one vote, and declared 
herself re-elected President of the league. 
Her opponent was Mrs. Emma F. Fiske, 
whom Justice Lynch declares to be the 
rightful President of the organization. On 
Jan. 14 a second election was held, Mrs. 
Fiske being chosen. Mrs. Bostwick refused 
to recognize Mrs. Fiske in such a capacity. 
Both Mrs. Fiske and Mrs. Bostwick ap- 
pointed custodians of the league’s prop- 
erty, but Mrs. Smith, the custodian at that 
time, declined to recognize either. Later, 
on the advice of counsel, Mrs. Smith sur- 
rendered the property to the custodian 
named by Mrs. Fiske.

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INDUSTRIAL BOARD HERE 


United States Commissioners Ine 
vestigating Conditions. 








Hear Testimony on Tariff, Immigrant 
Women, and Employment Agencies 
—Politics and Unskilled Labor. 





The United States Industrial Commission 
was in session all day yesterday at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, and will probably re- 
main here for the rest of the week. 

The purpose of the commission is to 
ascertain the nature and effect of the ex- 
isting legislation of the several States and 
of the United States bearing upon indus- 
trial conditions, the character and effects 
of similar legislation in foreign countries, 
and how far it is applicable or desirable in 
the United States, and what legislation, if 
any, is practicable or desirable for the im- 
provement of industrial conditions, with a 
view to determine how far it is possible to 
frame universal industrial laws the adop- 
tion of which can be recommended to Cone 
gress and to the Legislatures of the several 
States. 

Albert Clarke of Boston presided, and 
the cther Commissioners present were Sen- 
ator James H. Kyle of South Dakota, John 
M. Farquhar of Buffalo, John L. Kennedy 
ot Washington, Charles H. Litchman of 
Newark, and D. A. Tompkins of Charlotte, 
NH. ¢. 

William C. Redfield, Treasurer of the 
iron and steel firm of J. H. Williams & Co. 
of Brooklyn, said that after an experience 


of ten months as a salesman in foreign 
markets he is convinced that the fiscal 
System of this country is the main ob- 
stacle to be overcome by American manue 
facturers seeking foreign markets. 

“There is a feeling that we are pure 
suing a policy not of protection, but of 
pure selfishness,’ said he. ‘I would ad- 
vise moderation. On our line of goods the 
tariff is 45 per cent. That tariff might be 
= reduced without affecting us at 
all.’” 


Theodore Ritter, manager of the Immi- 
grants’ Home and Free Employment Bue 
reau of the Austrian Society of New York, 
replying to questions, said: 

“The percentage of women arriving here 
who fall into vice has been greatly reduced, 
and it was in the interest of these women 
that our heme was founded. I believe, 
though, that the so-called boarding houses 
on tne east side should be checked. The 
teach girls to stay idle, rather than wor 
without many privileges.”’ 

J. J. Bealin, who has charge of the State 
I’ree Labor Bureau, who was asked to give 
his views on the operations of his depart- 
ment, made the allegation that unskilled 
and unorganized labor in the cities was at 
the mercy of the dominant political party. 

“F'rom my experience,’ said Mr. Bealin, 
**IT am satisfied that there is no place in 
New York for a woman over forty-five 
years old who shows her age, or for an 
ordinary laboring man who has passed the 
fifty mark. Skilled labor is highly organ- 
ized and can take care of itself, but the 
ordinary laborer who wants work must go to 
the district leader of the dominant political 
party. Thelaw governing the operation of 
employment agencies is violated daily. Some 
of those running them connive at putting 
thieves in the homes of citizens. Such 
abuses should be corrected, and for that 
reason I favor the enactment of the Ford- 


nee bill, which failed of passage in 
pu.” 
George W. Brown, Jr., Deputy Chief of 


the City Bureau of Licenses, said there 
had been an t{ncrease of 155 licensed em- 
loyment agencies in Manhattan and the 
ronx since 180), the total number in the 
entire city being 426. 

“These agencies,’ said Mr. Brown, “ are, 
as a rule, fairly conducted. We have ten 
to twelve, or perhaps fifteen, complaints 
in a year of violatiOns, and where these are 
sustained the fees are refunded. No cases 
occur to me where licenses have been re- 
voked. I do not believe there is anything 
in the statement that some agencies have 
furnished inmates for disorderly houses, 
Such charges have been made in a general 
way, with no specific allegations.’’ 

“Is it not true,’ inquired Commissioner 
Kennedy, “‘ that when complaints are made 
to your bureau, you are overrun with poli- 
ticians interceding for the alleged violate 
ors*?’’

At the offices of Mr. Sprague no informa- 
tion was forthcoming, .beyond an admis- 
sion of the fact of the previously an- 
nounced purchase. A. L. Meyer was quoted 
in Wal! Street as saying that the company 
to take hold of the property is already 
formed, and that the members of the com- 
pany had been all over the ground, and furs 
ther, tha ground tor the new plant would 
probably be broken by July 1. e is quoted 
as inttmating that much more than a loco- 
motive works is eontemplated. In this cone . 
nection, one report had it that the pure 
chase bore some direct relation to the re- 
cent acquisition of the Leyland Steamship 
Line by J. P. Morgan & Co., and that the 
erection of a steel plant might be accom- 
plished along with such improvements in 
the dockage facilities of the meadows on 
Newark Bay and the Hackensack and 
Passaic Rivers as would benefit the Erie : 
Railroad. 

The meadows, which were the property 
of the heirs of the Pike estate, were 
yesterday to involve fully 8,000 acres of 
abandoned marsh save for the roadbeds of 
five railroads which cut through it, and @ 
few improved spots.

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FITZ-JOHN PORTER IS DEAD 





Well-Known Union General Suc- 
cumbs to Diabetes. 





War Department Gives Instructions for 
Military Funeral—Gen. Porter's 
Long Struggle for Vindication. 





MORRISTOWN, N. J., May 21.—Gen. Fitz- 
John Porter died at his residence in this 
place at 6 o’clock this morning. He had 
been suffering from diabetes for several 
years. All the members of the family, with 
the exception of one of the daughters, were 
at the bedside when the General died. 

The funeral of Gen. Porter will take place 
from Trinity Church, in New York City, 
on Saturday, at 12:15. The bedy will leave 
Morristown on Thursday. The pall bear- 
ers will be: 

Military—Gen. Alexander 8. Webb, Gen. 
James L. Schofield, Lieut. Royal Farragut, 
Col. David Porter. Heath, Col. Edward 
Wright, Gen. William F. Smith, Lieut. Gen.

Civiliars—Ex-Mayor Hew- 
itt and ex-Mayor Grace of New York City, 
Theodore Lord, John Bussitt, Anson Malt- 
by, and Charles Bacon. 

Gen. Brook, commander of the Depart- 
went of the East, has been invited by the 
War Department to furnish the necessary 
military escort, and will have entire charge 
of the military arrangements for the fu- 
neral. 


Gen. Porter was born in New Hampshire 
in 1822, and was graduated from a military 
ecademy in 1845. He served in the Mexican 
Var, and on several occasions distinguished 
himself by bravery. In May, 1861, he was 
made Brigadier General of volunteers and 
Chief of Staif to Gens. Patterson and 
Banks. In August of that year he was as- 
signed to the Army of the Potomac. In 
May, 1862, he commanded the Fifth Army 
Corps, directing the siege of Yorktown, 
Va. For services during the Peninsular 
campaign with McClellan, who was a close 
triend, he was promoted Major General of 
volunteers. 

Gen. Porter’s military career was, how- 
ever, blighted and cut short by the finding 
of a court-martial called to inquire into 
his conduct at the second battle of Bull 
Run. This finding, promulgated at Wash- 
ingion on Jan. 21, 1863, cashiered him from 
the service and declared him ‘“ forever 
disqualified from holding any orfice of 
trust or profit under the Government of the 
United States.’”’ The charges against him 
were for inaction in not moving his forces 
on the first day of the fighting, though it 
was conceded tnat his stand on the second 
day was all that saved the defeat from 
keing utter rout. 

Thrown back into private life, he fought 
against this sentence for nearly a quarter 
of a century, and after many discourage- 
ments he finally obtained a_ vindication 
under a measure for his relief passed by the 
Forty-eighth Congress and signed by Sener 
ident Cleveland. He was restored to his 
rank on Aug. 7, 1886, and was retired two 
Gays Jater at his own request. In his ef- 
forts to cbtain this vindication he had se- 
cured the powerful advocacy of Ulysses S. 
Grant, who studied the case with minute 
attention after his retirement from the 
Presidency, and in December, 1882, pub- 
lished a monograph, ‘An Undeserved 
Stigma,’’ in which he declared his convic- 
tion of Gen. Porter's innocence. 

Gen. Porter had been by no means an 
idler during his enforced years of civil life. 
Turning from the theatre of war, he super- 
intended mining operations in Colorado in 
1864 and 1865. He was a merchant in this city 
for six years, and became Superintendent 
of the New Jersey State Insane Asylum, 
then in course of erection at Morristown, 
holding that post for four years. He was 
assistant receiver of the Central Railroad 
of New Jersey from 1877 to 1882, Police 
Commissioner of New York City from 1884 
to 1888, Fire Commissioner for a year, and 
after four years more in mercantile pur- 
suits was cashier of the New York Post 
Office from 1#93 to 1897. 

Gen. Porter married Harriet Pierson, 
daughter of John Cooke of New York. Mrs. 
Perter survives him, as do four children, 
Holbrook Fitz John and Robert Henry, Ed- 
dy, both in business in New York City, and 
two ~ iy ng Mrs.Walter H. Doggett of 
Broken Bow, Neb., and Lucia Porter, un- 
married, and living at home.

Appellate Division Makes Rulings Af- 
fecting the Western Union and 
the New York Central. 


ALBANY, May 21.—The Appellate Divis- 
ion of the Supreme Court, Third Depart- 
ment, to-day handed down three important 
decis:ons upholding positions taken by the 
State Board of Tax Commissioners in the 
enforcement of the franchise tax law. The 
decisions determine the form and subject 
matter of writs of certiorari which corpora- 
tions may obtain for a review by the Su- 
preme Court of the valuations placed on 
their special franchises. The decisions de- 
termire four questions: 

First—That the State Board of Tax Commis- 
sioners need not state what the basis of each 
assessment is and the method by which it deter- 
mined each valuation. 

Second—That the board need not separate the 
value of the tangible from the value of the in- 
tangible property constituting the franchise. 

Third—That the board need not certify in each 
instance valuations placed on other franchises 
for the purposes of comparison. 

Fourth—That the board need not return in each 


instance all laws and ordinances by virtue of 
which the franchise under review is operated. 


The decisions w&re handed down in the 
proceedings brought by the New York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad Com- 
pany for a review of assessments in its 
franchises in Buffalo and Park Avenue, 
New York City, and by the Western Union 
Telegraph Company regarding its fran- 
chise in New York City. The decisions 
affirm an order of Justice Alden Chester, 
and reverse an order of Justice D. Cady 
Herrick.

NEW EXCISE COMMISSIONER. 


Gév. Odell Appoints Patrick H. Cullinan 
of Oswego to the Office. 
ALBANY, May 21.—Gov. Odell has ap- 
pointed Patrick H. Cullinan of Oswego as 
State Commissioner of Excise to fill the 
unexpired term of Henry H Lyman, de- 
ceased. 


Patrick H. Cullinan has for many years 
been a close friend of Senator Platt, and ail 
his life has been a rock-ribbed Republican. 
He was a member of the Assembly when 
Senators Platt and Conkling resigned from 
the United States Senate because _ Presi- 
dent Garfield nominated William H. Rob- 
ertson to be Collector of Customs at New 
York. All during the long fight ensuing in 
the Legislature waged by Platt and Conk- 
ling for re-vlection and vindication, Mr. 
Cullinan voted steadily from first to last 
for their return. 

Despite the fact that there were numerous 
candidates for the Commissionership, Mr.

ENCYCLOPEDIA EDITORS DINE. 


Celebrate the Publication of the First 
Volume of the Jewish Chronology. 


The publication of the first volume of the 
Jewish Encyclopedia was celebrated last 
night at the annual meeting of the Ju- 
daens by a dinner to the board of editors 
of the work at the Tuxedo, Madison Ave- 
nue and Fifty-ninth Street. Dr. Henry S. 
Leipziger presided, and there were present 
about fifty members and invited guests. 

The editors and staff include Dr. I. K. 
Funk, Isador Singer, the Rev. F. de Sola 
Mendes, Prof. R. Gottheil, Joseph Jacobs, 
the Rev. Dr. K. Kohler, Dr. A. Ginsberg, 
F. H. Vizetilly, A. Cuddihy, A. W. Wag- 
nalls, and Herman Risenthal. 

Dr. Leipziger, in his remarks, referred 
with pride to Albert Uimann, author of 
‘*Landmark History of New Yerk”’; Mrs. 
Annie Nathan Meyer, author of ‘ Robert 
Annys,”’ and Prof. Gross, author of ‘‘ Land- 
marks of Jewish History,’’ who, he said, 
1epresented what had been done during the 
year in a spiritual way. ‘‘ The issuing of 
the first volume of so great a master- 
piece.’ he Said, ‘‘ has proved that America 
is the home of opportunity; no other land 
could have produced it. The book will help 
to dispel ignorance and prejudice. I be- 
lieve that if Dr. Funk had not believed 
in a better spirit between the Jew-and Gen- 
tile he would not have interested himself 
in the work.” 

Dr. Funk said that one of the chief rea- 
sons for the work was the belief that the 
time had come when the Jew should be per- 
mitted to tell his whole story in such a way 
that the world would be compelled to listen. 

‘““We have got beyond dogma,” he added, 
“and it is surprising, when you get beyond 
mere outward form, how much alike we 
all are. If the Jewish Encyclopedia ful- 
fills its mission it will help to bring about 
universal brotherhood.”

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The ex-Congressman Expires in a Mas- 
sachusetts Asylum—His Long 
Service in Public Life. 

BOSTON, May 21.—Ex-Congressman 
Charles A. Boutelle of Bangor, Me., died 
to-day at the McLean Asylum, Waverley, 
Mass., where he had been confined for a 
year suffering from brain trouble. Death 
was due primarily to pneumonia, which de- 
veloped last Sunday. Mr. Boutelle’s daugh- 
ter, Grace, who has been at the head of 
the household since her mother’s death, in 
1892, was at the bedside to-day. Two other 
daughters survive Mr. Boutelle. 

Mr. Boutelle’s illness dates from Dec. 21, 
1899, when he was seized with a fit of un- 
consciousness while at a hotel in this city. 


He was carried to his room, and later be- 
came delirious. It was then announced 
that he was suffering from an attack of 
congestion of the brain, which, it was 
hoped, would be only temporary. 

A few.days later Mr. Boutelle was taken 
to his heme, in Bangor, but immediately 
afterward was removed to McLean Asy- 
lam, where hehad since remained. His 
mental condition, it is stated, had improved 
considerably. 





Charles Addison Boutelle was born Feb. 
9, 1859, at Damariscotta, in Lincoln County, 
Me. His father was a shipmaster, and, 
after giving his son such education as 
could. be obtained in the public schools of 
Prunswick and at Yarmouth Academy, 
allowed_him to adopt his own profession. 
Young Boutelle went to sea at the age of 
fifteen, and followed a seafaring life for 
eleven years. 

Keturning from a foreign voyage in 1862, 
he found the rebellion in progress, and 
immediately entered into the service of the 
Union. On Aprii 8 of that year he was 
commissioned Acting Master in the navy, 
and saw active service in plenty. He served 
in the North and South Atlantic Squadrons 
and the West Gulf Squadron, taking part 
in the blockade of Charleston and Wilming- 
ton, the Pocotaglio expedition, the capture 
of St. John’s Bluff, and the occupation of 
Jacksonville, Fla. While an officer of the 
United States steamer Sassacus, he was 
promoted to Lieutenant * for gallant con- 
duct in the engagement with the rebel 
ironclad Albemarle,’’ May 5, 1864. As com- 


mander of the United States steamer 
Nyanza, he _ participated in the cap- 
ture of Mobile and in_ receiving the 
surrender of the Confederate fleet. 
Later he was assigned to the com- 
mand of the naval forces in Mississippi 
Sound. At his own request he was, on Jan. 


14, 1806, discharged after nearly four years 
of honorable and gallant service. 

Four months later Mr. Boutelle married 

Elizabeth ilodson, the daughter of Adjt. 
Gen. John L. Hodson, For a short time he 
commanded a steamer running between 
New York and Wilmington, and then was 
aes with a commission house in this 
city. 
In 1870 he became managing editor of The 
Bangor Whig and Courter, of which since 
1874 he had been the proprietor. His vig- 
orous editorial articles at once brought 
him conspicuously before his community. 

An energetic speaker and a practical stu- 
dent of public affairs, it was not long be- 
fore Mr. Boutelle became a recognized fac- 
tor in the political life of not only Maine, 
but of other Eastern States. He was a 
district delegate to the Republican National 
Convention in 1876, and was President of 
the Maine Blaine Club of the National Con- 
vention of 1880. In the same year he was 
nominated for Congress by the Republicans 
of the Fourth Maine District. His oppo- 
nent had carried the previous election with 
a majority of peor 3,000. Mr. Boutelle, 
however, whittled this majority down to 
855 at the first attempt, and not at all dis- 
couraged, entered the contest a second time, 
and came off victorious, becoming a mem- 
ber of the Forty-eighth Congress. He was 
elected to each subsequent Congress up to 
and including the Fifty-seventh, but early 
this year he resigned his seat, and was 
appointed a Captain in the navy on the re- 
tired list, the President having been au- 
thorized to, make the appointment by a 
special act of Congress. 

Mr. Boutelle’s intimate acquaintance with 
neval affairs made nis prominent connec- 
tion with such matters in the lower house 
inevitable, and the last Congress was the 
fifth in which he had been Chairman of the 
Committee on Naval Affairs. It was he 
who drafted and secured the passage of 
the measures which insured the construc- 
tion of the first three modern battleships 
of the new navy, and those swift commerce 
destroyers, the Columbia and Minneapolis. 
He had faith from the first that America 
would excel in the construction of iron 
ships, just as she nad in the building of 
wooden vessels. He actively championed 
the policy which has resulted in the present 
perfection of Americgy steel armor plants, 
ond encouraged the ®se of American de- 
signs and materials in the building of tron 


ships. He took a leading part in promoting 
the condition of naval preparedness with 
which the United States entered into the 
€&panish war, and to which the Nation is 


largely indebted for its speedy termination. 


Mr. Boutelle represented Maine on the 
National Committee in 1884, when Blaine 
end Logan were nominated, and he was 


Chairman of the Maine delegation to the 
Republican National Convention of 1888, 
when he regretfully read the dispatch in 
which Mr. Blaine refused to ke a candidate. 
He was also a member of the Republican 
State Committee from 1875 to 1882. His 
erect and martial bearing made him a com- 
manding figure upon the floor of the cham- 
ber in which he served so leng. His face 
was full of character, and gave the impres- 
sicn of fearlessness and sturdy integrity. 
On the platform he was a popular and ef- 
fective speaker. ’ 


SIR JOHN COMMERELL DEAD. 





Was an Admiral of the Fleet in the 
British Navy and a Victoria 
Cross Man. 


LONDON, May 21.—Sir John Edmund 
Commerell, V. C., Admiral of the Fleet, 
retired, is dead. 


The grade of Admiral of the Fleet is the 
highest in the British Naval Service, rank- 
ing the grade of Admiral. Sir John Com- 
merell possessed the added distinction of 
being one of the few Admirals able to 
write “V. C.” after their names. He ob- 
tained the Cross at the time of the Crimean 
war, when he was a Lieutenant on the 


Weser. On Oct. 11, 1855, he landed on the 
Isthmus of Arabat, destroying a large 
quantity of Russian stores, and carrying 
an exhausted man away from pursuing 
Cossacks. 

Admiral Commerell was born in London 
in 1829, and entered the navy when he was 
only thirteen years old. His promotion was 
rapid, and by 1859 he was a Captain. In 
that year he took a prominent part in the 
attack on the Taku forts. Later he com- 
manded the Terrible, and rendered effi- 
cient service in laying the Atlantic cable of 
1865-6, 

At the time of the Ashanti campaign of 
1873, while reconnoitring up the Prah 
River, Admiral Commerell, who was at 
that time in command of the Cape of Good 
Hope and West Coast of Africa Squadron, 
was dangerously wounded in the lung, and 
was obliged to resign his command. The 
following year he was knighted, and after- 
ward he held various important posts, 
among them those of Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, Commander in Chief of the North 
American Station, and Commander in Chief 
at Portsmouth. 

Sir John sat in Parliament as a Conserva- 
tive for three years. He became an Ad- 
miral of the Fleet in 1892, and retired in 
1899. He was appointed a Knight of the 
Legion of Honor for his services during 
the Crimean war.

Wilbur F. Porter. 


WATERTOWN, N. Y., May 21.—Wilbur 
¥F. Porter died here late this afternoon. Mr. 
Porter had been prominefit in local and 
State politics for a number of years. He 
was born in Herkimer County in 1832. His 
parents moved to Jefferson County in 1842, 
locating in the town of Theresa. He began 
the study of law while teaching school at 
Cape Vincent, whererhe lived for a year or 
two. He moved to Watertown in 1860, and 
was admitted to the bar in 1875. 

Six times he was elected Mayor of Water- 
town, serving in that position at his death. 
In 1891 he ran for Congress _ Gen. 
N. M. Curtis of Ogdensburg. ie reduced 
the normal Republican vote in the district, 
which comprised “Oswego, Jefferson, and* 
St. Lawrence Counties, many thousands, 
In one of his races for Mayor he was the 
nominee of both the Republican and Demo- 
eratic Parties. In 1896 he was nominated 
by the regular Democratic organization for 
Governor. The party was split on the 
money question and he was defeated. Gov. 
Flower’s first act almost after being elected 
was to appoint Mr. Porter to the State 
Board of efaims. No arrangements for the 
funeral have been made.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


With the exception of Jan. 25, when 
recorded transactions were set down at 
632,000 shares, yesterday was the dullest 
day on the Stock Exchange this year, 
total transactions barely passing the 
555,000 mark. Indeed, at one time dur- 
ing the day it looked as if even the Jan- 
uary low record would be surpassed and 
that the figures for the day would ap- 
proach nearer to the low mark for De- 
cember, 1900, which was 598,873. How- 
ever, in the last hour and a half of trad- 
ing somewhat more activity showed than 
had been seen in the earlier part of the 
day, and hence it was that May 21 was 
saved the’ rather inglorious distinction 
of being chronicled as the leanest Stock 
Exchange day thus far of 1901. 

Coming so soon after the recent very 
active days when two million and a half 
shares a day were the rule rather than 
the exception—when, in truth, on several 
days the recorded figures exceeded three 
millions—the transition to this decidedly 
dull day was very marked. By contrast 
even lately .preceding days, with their 
950,000 shares or more, seemed active. 
Not Infrequently yesterday the tape act- 
ually stood still for several minutes at a 
time, not recording a single transaction. 
It was almost as though midsummer ap- 
athy and listlessness ruled. But seven 
stocks on the entire list crossed the 
20,000 mark, while only eleven stocks 
were traded in to a greater extent than 
10,000 shares. Pursuing the subject still 
further, it may be said that five stocks 
alone contributed more than one-third of 
the entire dealings, to wit: Union Pa- 
cific, with a total of 75,000 shares; Erie, 
with a total of 52,000; Atchison, which 
was ‘traded in to the extent of 35,000, 
United States Steel with 30,000, and St. 
Paul with 28,000. 

As for the market itself it was abso- 
lutely without feature, being largely the 
creature of the professional traders. So 
far as the public is concerned they took 
little or no interest in the trading, show- 
ing a disposition neither to buy nor 
sell, but rather to pursue a waiting 
policy until such time as the market 
shapes its course more definitely. Two 
noticeable facts presented themselves 
during the day: one, that at present 
prices there is no pressure to sell; the 
other, that at this level the public—such 
of it, that is, as has money left—is not 
willing to come in as purchasers of 
stocks. In a measure the position of the 
market is more or less suggestive of the 
dead-lock in the money market imme- 


diately preceding the Presidential elec-. 


tion. At that time many banks preferred 
not to loan at all rather than to loan at 
previously prevailing rates, while on the 
other hand many would-be borrowers re- 
fused to pay the higher rates asked by 
the banks, insisting that Mr. McKinley's 
election was assured and therefore that 
money would work cheaper. This dead- 
lock was finally broken, just as the pres- 
ent one in the stock market sooner or 
later will be broken. 

What turn affairs will then take is 
only matter for conjecture, but generally 
the sentiment in the Street is that a 
higher range of prices is inevitable. 
Holders of this opinion point to the fact 
that the recent panic which so demoral- 
ized affairs was merely local ih its causes 
—was, in fact, anomalous for the reason 
that it occurred in the midst of prosper- 
ity and plenty. Railroad earnings, it is 
pointed out, continue to expand; manu- 
facturers are active, labor on the whole 
is well and profitably employed, the crop 
outlook is good and trade is expanding. 
On the other hand, the only depressing 
factor in the situation at present Is the 
labor troubles reported in certain trades, 
and these, it is believed in the financial 
district, will soon be settled. It was 
these considerations that yesterday led 
owners of stocks not to part with their 
holdings and prompted a fair investment 
demand, which in not a few instances 
carried prices up in spite of the absence 
of the outside public. 

In continuance of the decline which set 
in on Monday afternoon under the lead- 
ership of Union Pacific, which broke 
over 7 points, the market yesterday 
opened weak. Missouri Pacific, for in- 
stance, was down 2% points, Erie first 
preferred was down 1%, Erie second 1%,

Missouri, Kansas and Texas preferred 
1%, Manhattan 2%, Amalgamated Cop- 
per 1%, and International Paper 1%. 
London, however, had rather prepared 
the way for such an opening, for prices 
sent over by that market were generally 
lower throughout the list. For the first 
ten minutes of trading further weakness 
developed, Union Pacific breaking below, 
par and Missouri Pacific to 100%. At 
these low levels the market received 
good support, partly from covering of 
shorts and partly from investment buy- 
ing. The result was that by 11 o'clock 
all the earlier losses had been recovered, 
Thereafter the market did more or lesg 
seesawing, with strength appearing in 
some shares and heaviness in others. At 
the close there were such gains ‘as Amale 
gamated Copper, 1; American Linseed 
Oil, 1%; American Linseed Oil preferred, 
3%; American Sugar, 1%; Atchison, 1%; 
Rock Island, 3%; Erie, 1%; International 
Pump preferred, 1%; Louisville and 
Nashville, 14%; Metropolftan, 1%; Mexi- 
can Central, 1%; Reading, 1%; Rubber 
Goods, 1; Union Pacific, 3%, and Wa- 
bash, 1%. On the other hand, Canadian 
Pacific lost 2%, Colorado Fuel 2, Delae 
ware and Hudson 2, Lackawanna 1%, 
International Paper 1, Sloss-Sheffield 
2%, United States Rubber preferred 1%, 
and Wheeling and Lake Erie first pre- 
ferred, 2%. The transfer of a single hun 
dred-share block of Chicago and North- 
west preferred was made 11 full points 
below the previous recorded price. 

Of news developments influencing the 
market one way or the other there was 
none of consequence. The failure of the 
Directors of Missouri Pacific to take any 
action on the dividend question had been 
pretty well discounted by the announcee 
ment made on the previous day that no 
action was likely. In like manner the 
statement that application had been 
made by Union Pacific officials to list 
$60,000,000 convertible 4 per cent. bonds 
was in no sense of the word news, as it 
had been very generally known on the 
day previous; had, for that matter, been 
the prime reason for the selling of the 
stock on that day. Some few stocks, 
however, were influenced by develop 
ments. For example, in Toledo, St. Louis 
and Western there was further buying 
understood to be for control, Vanderbilt 
brokers again being among the heaviest 
purchasers, and it was to this that the 
advances in the common and preferred 
shares were due. In the Eries, Morgan 
brokers were buyers, presumably, the 
Street declares, in anticipation of some 
announcement in respect to the Leyland 
Steamship Company transfer. 

As on the day previous some newly 
formed pools were more or less conspicue 
ous in the market. Wabash stocks were 
marked up on the old story that Lacka- 
wanna was seeking to obtain control of 
the property. Lackawanna officials 
themselves say they know nothing of any 
such purpose on their part. Similarly 
a pool in People’s Gas, which bought the 
stock before election around 118—and 
still has it—lifted the price still further 
yesterday, but without encouraging any 
public buying. ‘Western houses were 
liquidating in this stock as well as in 
Colorado Fuel. 

Four hundred shares of Northern Pa- 
cific were traded in at a range of prices 
between 154% and 157, the latter figure 
being the close, a net gain of 2% points, 

Money ruled comparatively easy all 
day,, the highest call rate being 5% per 
cent. and the lowest 3%. Most of the 
day’s loans were made at 4% per cent. 

London did little in the market during 
the day, trading in probably not more 
than 25,000 shares, principally sales.

Explanation of the decrease in earn- 
ings is given by the President as poor 
business and unfavorable weather. In hig 
report he says: 


The year beginning April 1, 1900, found the 
trade carrying over more than the usual stock 
of goods because of the mild Winter. Their 
orders were, therefore, conservative and small- 
er than the average. The last Winter, continue 
ing warm and open over great areas, also pree 
vented sales. Our prices—though not considered 
high by consumers or dealers—carried a profit 
which enabled competitors to undersell us. 

As for the reductions in prices determined upon 
at a meeting last February this course has been 
cordially approved by the trade, who, finding 
that outside and untried goods were no longer 
offered at a lower price, preferred to deal in 
our brands which, by long experience, they 
have found to be reliable. We have received 
orders from them to such an extent that we are 
now doing a much larger proportion of the whole 
business of the country than ever before. The 
cost of goods is considerably reduced by our 
factories ving such increased work. 

The factory of the New Brunswick Rubber 
Company, where bicycle tires were made, has 
been sold on advantageous terms and this com- 
pany has retired from the manufacture of tires. 

The physical condition of all the factories has 
been kept good and the cost charged in the sev- 
eral expense accounts, In the matter of claims 
referred to in previous reports, $100,000 has been 
received, this year and further claims remain to 
be adjusted. The business of the year has been 
marked by good collections and freedom from 
any unusual amount of bad debts. 

At the annual meeting of the stockholders 
of the company, two new members of the 
Board of irectors were elected—E. L. 
Corning and Costello P. Converse. Mr. 
Corning has been interested in the rubber 
business for over thirty years, and is close 
to capitalists who have recently acquired 
large interests in the stock. Mr. Converse 
has been for many years Vice President of 
the Boston Rubber Shoe Company. 





WEATHER BUREAU CROP REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—The Weather Bue 
reau’s general summary of the weekly crop cone 
ditions is as follows: 

‘* Although frosts occurred in the lake region, 
Upper Ohio Valley, and northern portion of the 
Middle Atlantic States, only slight damage re- 
sulted, and as a whole the temperature condi- 
tions throughout the country were very favorable, 
Drought has been largely relieved in the South- 
ern States, but continues in Western and South- 
ern Texas, Southern Louisiana, and portions of 


Alabama and Florida, and the continued ab- 
sence of rain in the Central Valleys and lake 
region is proving detrimental, rain being now 
much needed generally throughout these districts. 
The Pacific Coast States have experienced @ very 
favorable week. although it was rather cool, 
with too much re‘n in Western Washington. 

rae = oe = an ioe Missouri and 

ppér Mississippi an io Valleys corn 
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in these divtitc4s, and planting is well advanced 
in the lake region, Minneso.a, and the Dakotas. 
Considerablo corn remains to be planted in the 
Middle Atlantic States, where this work has been 
retarded. in Ilmois and Iowa the early planted 
is coming up to good stands, In the Southern 
States the crop bas been materially improved by 
reeent rains. 

“Winter wheat is needing rain in the Lower 
Missouri Valley, but has experienced further im- 
provement in the Upper Ohio Valley and Mich- 
gan. Wheat is now heading as far North as the 
Middle Atlantic States, and the southern portion 
of the Central Valleys, and harvest has begun In 
Texas, where the crop is generally poor. On the 
Pavific Coast the reports continue promising, the 
crop having experienced a decided improvement 
in California since recent rains. 

‘“Syring wheat is coming up well, and the 
€ariy sown has made good growth. Rain ts, how- 
ever, needed to germinate some of the late sown 

‘* Oats have been injured by ary weather in the 
Central Vallys, and in the Southern States the 
concition of the erop is not promising, although 
materially improved in Georgla. Seeding is about 
completed in the more northerly districts. 

‘“An improvement in the condition of cotton 
is reported from the Carolinas, Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama, and portions of Texas. The stands 
are as yet generally poor, but much of the re- 
planted is not up. = 

“Transplanting of tobacce has begun in Mary- 
land and Virginia, and will begin soon in Ken- 
tucky. In Indiana and Ohio plants are nearly 
ready to set. In South Carolina drought, prior to 
recent rains, seriously injured the stands of to- 
eee the fruit outlook is somewhat less promising 
in the Missouri and Upper ienioae Valleys, 
but on the whole continues favorable, although

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RAPID TRANSIT FOR 
BROOKLYN APPROVED 


$8,000,000 Tunnel Extension Will 
Soon Be Under Way. 








THE DETAILS OF THE ROUTE 





“Hold-Up” in the Municipal 


Overcome — Alderman 


Long 
Assembly 
Bridges’s Charge of Bribery. 





The plans for the eight-million-dollar ex- 
tension of the underground rapid transit 
system to Brooklyn were approved by both 
branches of the Municipal Assembly yes- 
terday. This action breaks the “ hold-up = 
of the plans of the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sioners. Under the rapid transit law the 
Commissioners can now complete the de- 
tails of the specifications and advertise for 
@ bidder for the work and call upon the 
Board of Estimate for bond issues to pay 
the contractor. 

The Brooklyn tunnel extension will be 
built from the City Hall loop in Manhat- 
tan down Broadway to the Battery and un- 
der the East River, with an outlet near 
the Borough Hall in Brooklyn and thence 
to the junction of Flatbush and Atlantic 
Avenues. At this point the underground 
railroad system of the Long Island Rail- 
road will begin, and, by depressing the 
tracks on Atlantic Avenue. through to 
East New York and by elevated structure 
to Jamaica, a direct line from New York 
City Hall to Jamaica will be established. 
Under the law the City of New York will 
have to pay $1,200,000 as the city’s part of 
the cost of taking the steam railroad off 
the surface of Atlantic Avenue. The offi- 
clals of the Atlantic Avenue Commission 
say that the running time between the 
New York City Hall and Jamaica will be 
about eighteen minutes. 

There was plenty of excitement at the 
meetings of the Council and Board of Al- 
dermen yesterday. The Democratic organ- 
ization of Brooklyn had apparently issued 
orders to put the plan through. James 


Shevlin, Hugh McLaughlin’s deputy, was 
on the floor of the Aldermanic chamber 
to see that orders were carried out. The 


Tammany leaders also brought their men 
into line, and the result was that not a 
negative vote was finally recorded against 
the Brooklyn tunnel. 

The matter was first considered by the 
Aldermen. Chairman Bridges of the Streets 
and Highways Committee said that all the 
members had signed a favorable report on 
the tunnel plan. The Earl of Yarmouth 
was seated in one corner of the Aldermanic 
chamber, and a large part of Alderman 
Bridges’s speech was directed toward the 
titled visitor. After telling of the details 
of the tunnel the Alderman made the fol- 
lowing statements, as taken from _ the 
stenographic report: 

** At the first public hearing on this tun- 
nel plan the people seemed to be all one 
way. Then comes Albert Johnson, a man 
who is building railroads up all over this 
country, and he offers a three-cent fare 
if the tunnel was extended to South Brook- 
lyn. Then things changed. After public 
hearings were held it seemed to me as if 


the people of Brooklyn had raised up in 
mass and wanted the adoption of the route 
laid out by the Rapid Transit Commission- 
ers. The Committee on Streets and High- 
Ways disgusted this thing over, and we 
were ready to report in favor of the tunnel. 
“Then along comes some members of 
the Committee of Fifty of Brooklyn and’ 
holds what they call a mass meeting. Some 
of the speakers at that meeting took high 
strikes and they went to villifying the 
members of this honest’ board. These 
reputable citizens, as I might call them, 
Wanted to issue a mandamus right then 
and there Four or five of them wanted 
to sign the mandamus at once, and I sup- 
ose they would have sent us to jail if 
hey could 1 believe if you took sixty 
angels and put them in this board, they 
would be criticised for their acts, whether 
they were right or whether they were 
wrong. it is beyond the brains of any 
man to know what some men would do 
with their brains for the simple purpose of 


vilifying this board." 

ALDERMAN BRIDGES’S CHARGE. 

Then Alderman Bridges made a startling 
charge. He said: 

‘**When a matter was before this board, 
I want to say that a man well-known in 
this city tried to bribe—and, gentlemen, I 


know what I mean when I say bribe—a 
member of this board to vote on the At- 
lantic Avenue matter. This man tried to 


bribe a lot of honest legislators who were 
trying to do right by the people.” 

Then Alderman Bridges said that the or- 
ganization of Brooklyn had ordered that 
the tunnel be put through, and as a ma- 
ority of the members of the board were 
n the organization, the tunnel plans would 
be approved whether the Republican mi- 
nority members voted against them or not. 

During a part of Alderman - Bridges’s 
epeece Mr. Shevlin spoke to a number cf 
the members. 

Alderman Muh, one of the Tammany 
leaders, moved the previous question as 
soon as Alderman Bridges had finished his 
speech, which lasted over an hour. 

On the roll call Alderman Downing said 
that if the Brooklyn tunnel plan had been 
referred to the Railroad Committee, in- 
Btead of the Streets and Highways Com- 
mittee, the plans would have been approved 
months ago. He said the Brooklyn tunnel 
was the greatest improvement planned for 
that borough since the completion of the 
Brooklyn Bridge. 

Alderman Wafer of Brooklyn then made 
@ speech attacking Controller Coler. He 
said in part: 

“At first he was in favor of the tunnel 
to South Brooklyn, and then he turned a 
eomersault and came out in favor of this 
plan. He goes around to kindergartens, 
church festivals, and other places criti- 
cising and abusing the members of an 
organization, and then he turns up at one 
of the beefsteak dinners given by Com- 
missioner Lantry, and he eats beefsteak 
with the members of the organization he 

s been abusing. 

“He says he is in favor of municipal 
ownership. Why doesn’t the city buy the 
ferry company to South Brooklyn and give 
the people of that district free ferry rides? 
There can’t be any bridge to South Brook- 
lyn, @ad now the tunnel is to be built to 

latbush Avenue. The city ought to own 
the ferry and give the people free rides 
and free excursions for the poor. The 
city could buy the ferry for $3,200,000, and 
if that price is too high, let them pay a 
fair price.” 

Alderman Wafer represents the district 
ih Brooklyn of which Sewer Commissioner 
James Kane is the leader. Commissioner 
Kane was indicted by the Kings County 
Grand Jury in connection with contracts 
for cleansing sewer basins. Commissioner 

ne has charged Controller Coler with 
bringing about the indictment. 

Alderman Wentz, Republican, of Brook- 
Tyn, said: 

*““T am very glad to help the organization 
of which Aiderman Bridges is a member 
out of a hole, and therefore I vote ‘ Aye’ 
for the tunnel.” 

@iderman McCall, the Tammany leader, 
Raid: 

“The organization is in no hole on the 
Brooklyn tunnel plan. I have been in- 
formed that the extensions to the rapid 
transit system needed in the Borough of 
the Bronx will be approved as soon as the 
city could spare the funds to build the 
roads. For that reason I am in favor of 
the Brooklyn tunnel.” 

Fifty-three Aldermen voted in the af- 
firmative. 

The Railroad Committee of the Munici- 
al Council met at noon, and all the mem- 
ers signed a favorable report on the 
Brooklyn tunnel plan. 


BEFORE THE COUNCIL. P 


When the Council met at 2 o’clock there 
was an effort made by some of the mem- 
bers to defeat the plan. The first question 
Was on the change of the rapid transit 
route in Manhattan on the Fort George sec- 
tion. The Rapid Transit Commissioners 
have been for months seeking the approval 
of the Municipal Assembly to a modifica- 
tion of the route which will save the city 
about $75,000 and will shorten the route by 
about a quarter of a mile. 

Councilman Francisco wanted to know 
whether the Aldermen had approved the 
Brooklyn tunnel plan. He was told that 
Alderman Bridges had been talking an 
hour. Councilman Oakley then introduced 
the report favoring the Brooklyn tunnel. 
Councilman Hottenroth said: 

“There should be no hasty action on this 
matter. The Controller says the city is 
near the debt limit. We have no assurances 
from him that the city has not already 
Teached the debt limit. The Controllér 
should give this board a statement of the 
financial condition of the city before we 
vote on this bond issue of $8,000,000. I will 
not favor this tunnel until I get a state- 
t as to the financial condition of the 
I will further say that the Controller 
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or any other city official cannot give such a 
statement.”’ 

The Tammany leaders became excited at 
this time. A question arose whether a 
two-thirds vote was necessary to put the 
plan through. Councilman Oakley appealed 
to Councilman O'Grady, who had voted 
against the plan, to change his vote. He 
said a defeat at this time would mean in- 
definite postponement of the Brooklyn tun- 
nel and would hurt the.city. Councilman 
O'Grady was finally induced to change his 
vote, and the Brooklyn tunnel plan was 
adopted by a vote of 22 in the affirmative, 
with Councilman Hottenroth excused from 
voting. f 

Alderman Bridges was asked about the 
charge of bribery which he made in his 
speech. He said: 

‘“‘T have no hesitation in telling the name 
of the man. The application of the Long 
Island Railroad for a tunnel was under con- 
sideration at the time. Edward F. Linton, 
who is a member of the Atlantic Avenue 
Improvement Commission, met a member 
of the Municipal Assembly. and tried to 
bribe him to vote for a certain plan. When 
I say bribe I mean it, and I have proof to 
substantiate the charge.” ; 

Edward F. Linton said last evening: 
“They say I offered a bribe, do they, and 
none of them accepted it. It seems to me 
that is enough to say about the matter.” 

‘* About two years ago there was a plan 
to build a tunnel from Flatbush Avenue, 
Brooklyn, to New York by the use of pri- 
vate capital. The matter was referred to 
the committees of the Municipal Assembly, 
but we were never able to get it out of com- 
mittee. I was more or less interested in 
the matter and sought to promote the en- 
terprise‘by every legitimate means for the 
benefit of the people of my section of the 
city. It is silly to say that { ever offered 
to bribe any member of the Board of Al- 
dermen. 

‘“Alderman Bridges is a man with a 
fervid imagination. ‘The best proof that I 
never attempted to bribe a member of the 
Board of Aldermen is the statement that I 
tried and did not succeed. I happened to be 
on the Atlantic Avenue Commission, and 
when the matter was before the Legislat- 
ure I used every honorable means to get the 
bill through. The matter did not have to go 


before the Municipal Assembly, so there 
could be no charge made on that bill. It is 
silly for Alderman Bridges to talk that 
way.” 


LEGAL NOTES. 


Must SURRENDER TRUST FuND.—Richard 
E. Mount died March 30, 1880, and by his 
will directed his executors to set aside 
out of his personal estate $5,000, to hold 
in trust for the benefit of his nephew, 
Richard H. Mount, during his life, and at 
his death to pay over and divide the same 
among his children in equal shares, Henry 
R. Mount, another nephew, qualified as 
executor, the other executor named in the 
will, a brother, having died before the tes- 
tator. The executor died in July, 1899. He 
left a will naming Gertrude M. Mount as 
executrix. In an action brought by Char- 
lotte A. Mount, as substituted trustee un- 
der the trust, against Gertrude M. Mount, 
as executrix of the deceased executor and 
trustee, to recover the trust fund, the de- 
fendant set up the Statute of Limitations, 
and also alleged that the beneficiary of the 


trust has two children, and that they 
should be made parties. Justice Law- 
rence of the Supreme Court, at Special 


Term, yesterday gave an opinion overrul- 
ing both defenses. He says: ‘As to the 
affirmative defenses set up in the answer 
it is sufficient to say that as a general 
rule the obligation of a trustee to ac- 
ecunt is not affected by the Statute of 
Limitations until a denial or repudiation of 
the trust, (Zebley vs. Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust Company, 139, N, Y., 461.) In this 
case there was no denial or repudiation of 
the trust by Henry R. Mount, so far as the 
evidence discloses. He accepted the _ posi- 
tion of executor under his uncle's will, and 
acted as such until the time of his death. 
As to the point that there is a defect of 


parties, in that the remainder-men, the 
children of Richard H. Mount, are not 
joined as parties defendant, I understand 
it to be well settled that it is not necessary 
in an action brought by a trustee to re- 
cover trust property to make cestuis que 
irustent parties to the action unless the 
action involves and requires the determi- 
nation of rights as between the beneficia- 
ries themselves, or as between them and 
the trustees. Such _is not the case here. 


(Matter of Straut, 126, N. Y., 201.) Irre- 
spective of the inventory, I think that the 
further evidence submitted on the second 
hearing is sufficient to warrant the Court 
in holding that the said Henry R. Mount 
became possessed of the specific trust 
fund, $5,000, directed to be set apart by 
the will of Richard E. Mount for the bene- 
fit of his nephew, Richard H. Mount. The 
evidence given at the second hearing 
showed that Henry R. Mount, as executor, 
A&c., of Richard FE. Mount, deceased, had 
satisfied the mortgages held by the testa- 
tor, or which belonged to his estate, in an 
aggregate amount of over $50,000. This is 
sufficient, I think, to require the defendant 
to show what has become of that money. 
It must be assumed that in satisfying the 
mortgages the executor, Henry R. Mount, 
received either. their face value or such 
amount as remained unpaid upon them. 
He is, therefore. shown prima facie to have 
been in possession of more than sufficient 
moneys to enable him to fulfill the direc- 
tion of the testator to set apart the said 
sum of $5,000 and invest it in good security 
for the benefit of his nephew and his chil- 
dren as directed in the will. I am, there- 
fore, of the opinion that the plaintiff is 
entitled to judgment for the amount of 
said principal of $5,000, or the security or 
securities representing the same, with in- 
terest from the date of the creation of the 
trust, besides the costs of this action.’’ 
*-¢ 
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SuInc Joint STocK ASSOCIATIONS.—On the 
trial cf the case of Messler vs. Schwartzkopf 
& Dooer, (Limited,) a joint Stock assocta- 
tior. organized under the laws of New Jer- 
sey, before Justice McAdam, at Trial Term 
of the Supreme Court, the defendant moved 
to dismiss the complaint on the ground that 
it did not state facts sufficient to consti- 
tute a cause of action; the theory of the 
defense being that as the defendant was a 
joint stock association all the members of 
the association should be sued, unless the 
number of associates was seven or more, 
in which event an action against the Presi- 
dent or Treasurer would be authorized, 
(Code, Section 1,919.) Justice McAdam yes- 
terday, in granting leave to plaintiff to 
apply at Special Term to amend by naming 
the proper officer of the defendant asso- 
ciation with his official designation, says: 
‘‘At common law the members of the de- 
fendant association are liable as partners, 
(People vs. Coleman, 133 N. Y., 279, at 
Page 285; N. Y. L., 1894, Chapter 235.) In 
the absence of proof it will be presumed 
that the common law exists in New Jersey 
(Wooden vs. West, N. Y. & Pa. R. R., 126 
N. Y., 10,) and the only modification made 
by the statutes of the forum which are 
controlling on questions of procedure, 
(Pritchard vs. Norton, 106 U. S., 124; Clan- 
cy vs. Terhune, 1 City Ct., 239,) is to allow 
suit to be brought against the President or 
Treasurer of such association where the 
associates number seven or more. In Eng- 
land and in many of the States statutes 
have been passed permitting suits by and 
against partnerships in their firm name, 
(2 Bates’ Part., Section 1,059.) In the ab- 
sence of such legislation it is improper to 
sue a partnership as an entity, but it does 
not necessarily follow that; the. defendant 
may demur on the ground that the com- 
piaint does not state facts sufficient to 
ccnstitute a cause of action, (Bennerman 
vs. Quackenbush, 11 Daly, 529.) The plain- 
tiff here, like the plaintiff in McKane vs. 
Democratic General Committee, (14 Civ. 
Fro., 126,) endeavors to bring into court the 
veluntary association against which he 
seeks to enforce a right; and in the case 
cited the court held that the plaintiff was 
entitled to amend on terms. ssuming, as 
the court will, for present purposes, that 
the plaintiff caused the proper officer of 
the association to be served with process, 
and has simply omitted tg name the officer 
with his official Gesignation in the title of 
the action, the plaintiff ought to have an 
opportunity of applying at Special Term for 
leave to make the necessary amendment of 
the summons and complaint.’’ 





Commissioner of Jurors Appointed. 
Ex-Judge James W. Hawes was yester- 
day appointed Commissioner of Jurors by 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court for this county. The salary is $6,000 
per annum, and there are six offices in the 
gift of the incumbent. Judges Laughlin, 
McLaughlin, and Hatch, Republicans, and 
Morgan J. O’Brien, Democrat, voted for 
Mr. Hawes. It is understood that Judges 
Jan Brunt, Ingraham, and Patterson sup- 
portes Charles Wédide, the Tammany can- 

ate.

A Coroners’ jury called to fix the respon- 
sibility for the trolley accident, which oc- 
curred in Jamaica at midnight on Saturday, 
May 11, by which two men lost their lives

COL. MURPHY LECTURED 
BY MAGISTRATE ZELLER 











Police Commissioner in Court on 
Persecution Charge. 





Told He Had No Right to Arrest Dance 
Hall Proprietor After Sunday Danc- 
ing Had Been Declared Legal. 





Police Commissiamer Murphy got a lecture 
yesterday from Magistrate Zeller on the 
law and the conduct of the Police Depart- 
ment, to which he took sharp exception. 

‘You, Col: Murphy,” said the Magistrate, 
‘had no right to cause this man’s arrest 
seventeen times when a decision of Justice 
Andrews deemed him guiltless and the 
Magistrates discharged your prisoners. If 
the Police Department construes law to suit 
itself and pays no attention to the courts, 
what are we coming to? What sort of a 
state of civilization is that?”’ 

‘The case was faked up,’ retorted the 
head of the police. ‘ When the Corpora- 
tion. Counsel, who is my legal adviser, shall 
show me such a decision and tell me that 
it is law, I will defer to it.’’ 

The occasion for this interchange of ideas 
was the hearing attendant upon a snecial 
summons obtained by Lawyer Ben_..min 
F. Steinhardt for Col. Murphy to appear 
before Magistrate Zeller and answer to a 
charge of having persecuted Louis Wal- 
dron, the proprietor of a resort at 216 West 
One Hundred and Tenth Street, who has 
been placed under arrest by the orders of 
the Commissioner, it is alleged, about sev- 
enteen times and promptly discharged by 
the Police Magistrates. 

The proceedings were held in the board 
room of the West Side Police Court. Ben- 
jamin F. Steinhardt appeared for Louis 
Waldron, the complainant, and Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Terence Farley for 
Commissioner Murphy. 

The first witness examined was Louis 
Waldron, who said he was a hotel keeper 
at 216 West One Hundred and Tenth 
Street. Every Sunday since Col. Murphy’s 
appointment, he said, policemen in uniform 
and out had appeared at his place and 
made arrests. When his guests danced 
they were arrested and he himself was also 
taken into custody for aiding and ee 
them. All of the prisoners were discharge 
in court. On the last Sunday some twenty- 
five uniformed policemen had appeared 
under Acting Captain Kemp and Inspector 
Grant. They had marched in regular for- 
mation into his dining room and dancing 
room. Once inside they refused to go out, 
sitting instead at the tables smoking and 
reading newspapers, at the same time an- 
nouncing that if there were any dancing 
they would arrest all concerned. He then 
had gone to Commissioner Murphy in com- 

any with his counsel, and had shown to 

im a decision of Justice Andrews. 

‘Dancing is legal on Sunday, and you 
are ruining my business,’’ he told the Com- 
missioner. 


“Decision or no decision, I'll arrest 
qveryhesy in your place,’’ he says the 
Commissioner responded. ‘‘ Anyway, that 


decision doesn’t apply in your case. I have 
iven general orders to shut up the Sunday 
ance halls, and your place must close.”’ 

Waldron testified that he had lost at the 
rate of $700 or $800 every Sunday that the 
police visited his place. 

Lawyer Charles C, Levenson corroborat- 
ed what Waldron had sald concerning the 
conversation with Commissioner Murphy. 
Col. Murphy interrupted him to inquire if 
he hadn’t asked about decisions and orders 
that were issued before his appointment as 
Commissioner of Police. This the witness 
denied. Lawyer Steinhardt took the stand 
as a witness, a thing he much deplored, 
he said, to have to appear as a witness in 
a case which he was trying. 

‘But the attitude of the other side,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ who are maintaining that we haven't 
proved that Commissioner Murphy was re- 
sponsible for the orders an that we 
haven't connected him with the case, makes 
it necessary.” 

On the stand Mr. Steinhardt said that 
Commissioner Murphy had admitted to him 
that the repeated raiding of Waldron’s was 
by his orders. Col. Murphy had censured 
him for advising his. client to use force. 

‘The police have a right,’ said the wit- 
ness, ‘“‘to inspect places where liquor is 
sold, but that inspection does not allow 
them to sit smoking and reading papers 
in a place of this kind, waiting for the 
violatfon of law to be committed. I went 
up to Waldron’s on that last Sunday. I 
told Inspector Grant that td client object- 
ed to the —. of the police in his place. 
He replied that they were gong to stay. I 
ordered Waldron to lock the doors, as he 
had a right to do. But the Inspector sta- 
tioned policemen at the door and wouldn't 
let it be locked. Finally they arrested one 
man who tried to put them out and two 
others for dancing. Later I wrote to the 
Commissioner and saw him. He said it 
had been done by his orders and that he ex- 

ected to receive soon a reply from the 

orporation Counsel's office regaréing the 
fact of law. He said to me: ‘ What do you 
mean by aavenng your client to use force 
with my men? [f you do it again I will 
arrest you.’ Then went up there to be 
arrested, but it didn’t come off. I did ad- 
vise my client to use force, not in resisting 
the officers,: but in putting them out of the 


lace.” 
Pur. Murphy’s counsel moved that the 
complaint be dismissed, on the ground that 


it hadn’t been shown that the hotel keeper 
was injured in his property rights or that 
the Commissioner was connected with it. 
Magistrate Zeller said he would reserve 
his decision until Tuesday next. 
“TIT won’t decide now,” he said, ‘‘ whether 


I’ll put Commissioner Murphy on the de- 
= ve or not. It may not necessary to 
o so.””

POINTS AGAINST KENNEDY 


More Evidence About the Murder- 
ous Metal Bludgeon. 








Bank Teller’s Testimony Regarding In- 
dorsement on the $13,000 Check 
Which Dolly Reynolds Held. 





More evidence tending to connect Samuel 
J. Kennedy with the ownership of the lead 
and iron bludgeon with which Emeline C. 
Reynolds was killed three years ago was 
adduced by Assistant District Attorneys 
Osborne and O'Connor during Kennedy’s 
third trial for his life, before Judge New- 
burger, in General Sessions, yesterday. 

Henry A. Buckholst, a manyfacturer of 
dummies for the display of children’s 
clothing, testified that the iron rod found 
in the cellar of Kennedy’s house and the 
piece of rod in the bludgeon had both been 
taken from a display figure of a child. 
Ernest Stengler, another display form 
manufacturer, gave similar testimony. 

Mr. Osborne had brought into court a 
number of lay figures, which he was not 
allowed to show to the witnesses. Despite 
Mr. Moore’s objections and the Court’s 
ruling, however, the prosecutor fitted on to 
the threaded end of the.piece of rod in the 
bludgeon a nickel nut taken from one of 
the lay figures. Judge Newburger then 
compelled the officers to remove the dum- 
mies from the courtroom. 

The force of this testimony was lost on a 
majority of the spectators. When Mr. 
O’Connor’s questioning of the talesmen 
from whom the jurors were selected is re- 
called, however, the reason for the presence 
of the lay figures is made clear. 

“Did you, or do you, know Marion S. 
Eaton, now known as Marion S. Kennedy, 
who was formerly; engaged in the infants’ 
and children’s furnishing business?” was 
a questi@n asked of nearly every talesman. 

The. Directory, for 1897 and 1898 gives the 
name of Marion 8S. Eaton, children’s fur- 
nishings, 238 Sixth Avenue. Lay figures 
are used in. this business for the exhibition 
of articles of wearing apparel. It is the 
theory of the prosecution that the chil- 
dren’s furnishing business was conducted 


by Mrs. Kennedy’s father, Samuel W. 
Baton, in his daughter’s maiden name for 
some time after the latter’s marriage to 
Dr. Kennedy. 

In questioning Paytng Teller George D. 
Weekes of the Garfield National Bank— 
the bank on which the thirteen-thousand- 
dollar check found on the murdered girl's 
body was drawn—the testimony of the wit- 
ness on the previous trial was read. Mr. 
Weekes had apparently changed his mind 
greatly since the last trial. Then he was 
not certain that the indorsement on the 
check or the “* E. Maxwell and wife” pre- 
scription blank were in Dr. Kennedy’s 
handwriting. He thought they were yes- 
terday, however, and both were admitted 
as standards for comparison of the defend- 
ant’s handwriting, despite Mr. Moore’s ob- 
jection, 

Judge Newburger allowed to be stricken 
from the record all those portions of the 
testimony of Robert Clark, the dead hat 
salesman, which were objected to by 
of the evidence last week. The trial wi 
continue to-day.

Council Hurriedly Grants Money for a 
Bridge Favored by Mr. Delmour. 


Lawrence Delmour, the Tammany leader 
and personal friend of Richard Croker, was 
present at the meeting of the Municipal 
Council yesterday.

CONTEST “APPLE MARY’S” WILL 


Relatives After $12,000 Which a Testa- 
ment Produced by Haffner 
Leaves to His Sister. 


An application has teen made to Surrogate 
Thomas by John H. McCrahon, a lawyer of 
Syracuse, to intervene in the probate of the 
will of ‘* Apple Mary,’’ who was a well- 
known character in the lower part of the 
city ten years ago. The Surrogate yester- 
day adjourned the hearing until Friday. 

‘““Apple Mary,” who signed her will, 
“Mrs. Levi P. Morton,’’ is supposed to 
have left an estate of $12,000 deposited in 
various banks. Mr. McCrahon represents 
two heirs living at Youngstown, Ohio, and 
one living at Syracuse, and he proposes to 
fight the probate of the will, which’ was 


filed by Jacob J. Haffner, who himself has 
a history and an apparent speciality in the 
matter of wills. 

Hafiner first made his public appearance 
after serving time in the penitentiary on a 
charge of not being able to distinguish be- 
tween his own and other people’s property 
by producing two wills in Chicago in con- 
nection with the estate of Thomas Blythe, 
a millionaire of San Francisco. One of 
these wills was supposed to have been ex- 
ecuted by Mr. Blythe and the other by his 
long-lost brother. This brother left Haff- 
ner $50,000. 

‘In Nevember last Haffner produced the 
will of ‘‘ Apple Mary.’’ She had disappeared 
some time in 1890, and no trace of her 
could be found. This will left the testatrix’s 
entire estate to Mrs. Celia Foskett, a sister 
of Haffner’s. Haffner claimed that she 
had no relatives. As to his possession of 
the will, he said that ‘‘ Apple Mary’”’ was 
an old friend of his family, and he had 
drawr the document for her, and his fa- 
ther, who with himself, had witnessed it, 
had kept it until he died. 

‘“ After I get this through,” said Haff- 
ner yesterday, “I have a still bigger matter. 
I am going to tell the true history of Mur- 
ray Hall. She and Dr. Keattle of Florida 
were one and the same person, and there 
is lots of money in the Dr. Keattle estate. 
Murray Hall was a seccnd cousin of ours.”’ 


DR. BABCOCK’S SUICIDE. 


Account of the Tragedy Cabled by the 
Rev. George S. Webster. 


A cablegram was received here yesterday 
by one of the Twustees of the Brick Pres- 
byterian Church giving details of the sui- 
cide in Naples of the Rev. Maltbie D. Bab- 
cock, the church’s pastor. The cablegram 


was from the Rev. George S. Webster, and 
was as follows: 

Dr. Babcock was ill for twelve days prior to 
his death. He reached Naples Thursday, May 9, 
and was placed at once under the care of two 
German physicians, who diagnosed the case as 
Mediterranean fever. It was not considered 
dangerous, but he was placed in the best hos- 
pital here, and for several days had the best 
care of English and German nurses. ‘The 
doctors discovered some symptoms of melan- 
cholia and mental depression, but he was under 
the care of a regular attendant for this form of 
fever. 

Shortly before the catastrophe the nurse found 
him quiet, and left the room. In a sudden at- 
tack of acute mania, he locked the door, took 
poison, and cut both wrists. He was discovered 
by the nurse and doctor almost immediately, 
but too late to be of any help. He died at 6:15 
Saturday morning. Dr. Riggs reached the hos- 
pital at 7 o’clock, and he, with the Consul, re- 
ceived the body from the authorities in the after- 
noon, and prepared it for transportation. 

Funeral services were held Sunday morning in 
the mortuary chapel of the English cemetery, 
where the body now rests until May 30, when J} 
accompany it on the steamer Trave, which sails 
that day for New York. 

Memorial service for the Rev. Dr. Bab- 
cock will be held at the Brick Presbyterian 
Church next Sunday morning.
